The knowledge of the use of 
paralinguistic behaviours of the foreign community and of 
the classroom should be incorporated as part of the course 
of teacher training in Colleges of Education . 

6. Conclusion : 

Since communication depends greatly on the understa- 
nding of the paralinguistic behaviours of the language, learning 
the linguistic as well as the paralinguistic behaviours should 
be the target of the foreign language course. The study has 
discussed how paralinguistic behaviours may serve to clarify 
or emphasize linguistic messages , how eye- contact, head nods 

and posture regulate the pacing of action in the encounter 
and how intimacy and emotional relationships between parti- 
cipants are arranged through facial expression, body contact 
and levels of eyecontact. Thus we see how important paraling- 
uistic behaviours are in mutual understanding which leads to 
a final face-to-face communication. 

The study of paralinguistic and linguistic behaviours and 
the systematic derivation and description of them would prov- 
ide us with another measurement of the personal characteris- 
tics of people expressed in social communication, and that ^V» 
would lead to studying language in a more systematic way for 
pedagogical purposes especially in foreign language teaching 
where conflict in the paralinguistic behaviours done by foreig- 
ners may lead to an offence which no words can remedy. 

For after all, if a foreigner fails through ignorance 
to respect a behaviour pattern which the LI commu- 
nity consider obligatory, then he may well offend 
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che learner should pay great attention to the differences* in 
paraiinguistk behaviours between his language and the target 
language. Such differences depend highly on the cultural diff- 
erences in the two communities, i.e. the community of the 
(earner and of that in which the foreign language is used. In 
this respect paralinguistic behaviours play an invaluable role 
in distinguishing the foreigner as much as the accent docs. 
Therefore a course for foreign language teaching should inc- 
lude materials that teach both the linguistic behaviours as 
well as paralinguistic ones of the target language. 

Paralinguistic behaviours play an important role in class- 
room learning both in first and foreign language learning. 
The appearance of the teacher and his tone of voice may lead 
to boredom towards his subject. The setting of the classroom

walls, colours, space among seats, windows, etc. and even the 
idea of a certain subject being part of the school curriculum 
may make it mentally rejected by some of the students (Wil- 



kinson, 1975:67. See also Knapp, 1975:33). 




I feef that the extensive use of audio visual aids in foreign 
language teaching such as tape-recorders, television, cinema 
films, overhead projectors, etc. would help very much in en 
hancing a better mastery of both linguistic and paralinguistic 
features of the target language. Audio-visial materials emp- 
hasizing the use of turn-taking, gestures, eye-engagement, 
situational paralinguistic behaviours such as greeting, farewe I 
taking, conversing in different life situations should be part 
of the course of foreign language teaching. Such types of para- 
linguistic behaviours should be learned and practised by for- 
eign students through dramatization in the classroom or on 
the school theatre stage, particularly with advanced students. 

Therefore the best way to teach these types of interpersonal 
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an oral message for one reason or another as in cases of cer- 
tain severe illnesses. 

4.4 Control ling Tu r n-Taki ng 

Conversations among people are usually arranged and con- 
trolled through turn-taking. Eye-contact, shifts of gaze, head 
nods and body postures piay an important role in that respect 

4.5 Obtaining Feedback 

Feedback is important for continuing face-to-face inter- 
action. A speaker needs to know how people receive his me- 
ssage so that he can modify, add and explain his remarks acc- 
ordingly. He receives feedback by looking now and then at 
his partner's facial expression and body posture. 

It is to be noted that in addition to differences in paral- 
inguistic behaviours across cultures there are individual diff- 
erences among people of the same culture. People of the same 
culture may differ in their facial expressions, gestures, patt- 
erns of looking and body movements. Friendly people could 
be well seen through eye-contact, smiling face and lovely ges- 
tures coupled with an attractive tone of voice. Such types of 
paralinguistic activities depend mainly on the kind of relatio- 
nship between the interactants. 

5. Paralinguistic Behaviours and Language Teaching 

"In a single act,one might be speaking, making ge- 
sture, using a particular facial expression and be to- 
uching someone; and only by studying the totality 
of these actions, semiotics claims, can the meaning 
of the whole event be ascertained" 

(Byrne, 1980:31) 
The literature reviewed in this essay implies that to learn 
a language adequately, one has to master both its lingusitic 
features and paralinguistic ones. To learn a foreign language, 
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spread of free education among the masses and the abolition 
of class distinction since the Iraqi Revolution. 

4. Functions of Paralinguistic Behaviours 

The actions that accompany our words are often very 
revealing, particularly in friendly-hostile dimension. If there 
is a contradiction between linguistic and paralinguistic beh- 
aviours.the paralinguistic ones are more likely to be reliable 
than the spoken word.The younger the child, the more true 
this is, partly because young children do not have that fluency 
in speach to make their oral message clearer than their act- 
ions (Nich, 1968:56. See also Argle, I972a:49). 

The functions of paralinguistic behaviours in human corn- 
communication are categorized clearly by Aragyle (lbid:47) 
in the following simple way: . 

4.1. Communicating Emotional States 

Paralinguistic behaviours could convey much about a pe- 
rson's emotional state through eye-movement, facial expre- 
ssion, loudness of voice, tone of voice and body movements 
and hand gestures. For example, fist clenching implies aggre- 
ssion, face-touching indicates anxiety, forehead-wiping de- 
notes tiredness, etc. (Ibid:42). 

4.2 Completing the Meaning of Utterances 

When people converse they move their hands, body and 
heads to support and complete the oral message to their par- 
tners. People give illustrations of shapes and sizes by hand 
movements. They also perform certain vocal signals during 
conversation as a part of the total face-to-face communica- 
tion. 

4.3 Replacing Speech 

Gestures may be used to replace speech in noisy places 
such as factories, sport grounds and when people cannot send 
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It seems that, in general, men speak more loudly than 
women and loudness is often linked with anger, fear or dist- 
ance. People talk loudly to people who do not hear well and 

deaf people talk loudly to others because they are unable to 
hear the loudness of their voice. People talking to foreigners 
raise their voice when they feel that the people they are tai - 
king to are unable to understand their words (Wilkinson, 
1975:23). I noticed that my daughters' English playmates spo- 
ke loudly to them and they used to come very close to their 
ears and shout when they spoke to them within the first mon 
th of our arrival in Exeter. But later on they began to speak 
normally to them when they saw that my daughters began to 
understand and respond in English. 

In western culture it is believed that harsh voice is corr- 
elated with more aggressive, dominant and authoritative ch- 
aracteristics while a breathy voice is correlated with submi • 
ssive and meek personalities (Laver, 1968: 198). 



3.4.3. Accents 

Accents convey the regional and social status of their ow- 
ners. British English speakers differ in accent from American 
English or from South African (lbid:2l). Even inside Britain, 
the Welsh differ in accent from the Devonian. In Iraq one can 
clearly distinguish among "Basrawi" accent, the accent used 
ny Iraqi Arabic people of Basrah, in the South of Iraq. "Bagh- 
dad!" accent, the accent used by Iraqi Arabic people of Bagh- \i£ 
dad, in the middle of Iraq and "Maslawi" accent, the accent 
used by Iraqi Arabic people of Mousii, in the North of Iraq. 

In some countries people rate accents in terms of status 
in order to show class distinction (see Ibid). In Iraq people do 
not rate accents in terms of status nowadays because of the 
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Therefore, when we speak the interactants hear not only 
phonology, but the paraiinguistic features that accompany 
our voice. These paraiinguistic properties are our tone of vo- 
ice, loudness or softness of our delivery, the speed and qual- 
ity of our voice, the pauses and hesitations, and the accent we 
employ. All these features convey much of the speaker's emo- 
tions and personality. 

3.4. 1 . Tone of Vo ice 

Tone of voice plays an important part in showing the pe- 
rsonality of the speaker and his emotional state. It couid show 
people's attitude whether they are warm, kind, aggressive, 
superior or unfriendly. An excited speaker's tcne cf voice is 
usually raised. Irritated, scared and deeply moved people of- 
ten find themselves in an unavoided state of producing unco- 
nnected speech amalgamated with a sad tone of voice which 
almost blocks the vocal tract and in most cases such a state 
leads to ceasespeaking.lt seems that that state occurs in many 
people and in different cultures.l noticed that state in an Eng 
lish couple who appeared on B.B.C. Television asking people 
to give help in identifying someone who had butchered their 
innocent son in a nearby wood, and the police were looking 
for him 

3.4.2. Loudness of Voice 

Voice quality plays an important role in self -expression 
as it accompanies speech and sends different messages accor- 
ding to the emotional state of the interactants, the sltt&ricn 
of the interaction and the relationship between the partners 

Hall (1964:279) has noticed that in overall loudness, the 
American voice is under that of the Arab, South Asian Indians 
and the Russian but it is somewhat above that of the English 
and the Japanese. 
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3.4. Prosody 

Not all vocal sounds are linguistic. Hockett (1960:393) 
states that in self-expression, people produce beside visible 
gestures, a variety of sound effects which could be called vo - 
cal gestures. "Coughing", for example, operates outside and 
independently of the linguistic behaviour when used as an 
indication to warn a partner that someone approaching mi- 
ght hear his speech, though It is produced by the vocal org- 
ans of speech (Lions, 1972:51). 
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3.3.5. Measuring Emotions in Facial Exoressiori 

Wallace et al (1971 : 42) made an experiment to describe 

f 

and measure emotional facial expressions. They got very enc- 
ouraging results in measuring six particular facial movements 
as shown in Table I on page 29 (see Ibid: 44). The table shows 
the percentage of the fifty one faces of the subjects experim- 
ented with. 

3.3.6. Sex difference in Facial Expression 

An experiment performed by Bucket al.(l972: 61) to 
study facial expressions in humans showed that there is diff- 
erence in facial expressions. In that experiment it was found 
that females tend to be externalizers (manifesting emotional 
responses overtly) while males are internalizers (have been 
discouraged from manifesting motional responses overtly). 

I think that the reason behind that sex difference is related 
to the human nature of both men and women. As women are 
usually the target of being looked at by both sexes, they app- 
ear to be senders rather than receivers, whereas men are ha; 
bituated to compel themselves to hide their feelings, espec- 
ially those of fear, anxiety and surprise. 

It seems that people in different cultures reflect similar 
traditional facial expressions in showing emotions such as gr- 
eeting, smiling, crying, threatening and shouting angrily. 

However, we may find that in a certain culture that fac- 
ial expressions may not reflect people's real emotions. La Ba- 
rre (1947:21a) reports that the Japanese child is taught to sm- 
ile as a social duty: in the same way he is taught to bow to pe 
ople whom he respects.He should avoid inflicting his sorrows 
to others. 
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ity tojdo so in such situations. Adult Arab females in Iraqi cit- 
ies have eye- contact in such face- to- f ace interactions but 
they show less bolder eye- contact than those of the English 
adult females. 

Watson (1972:239) found an experiment he did on Arabs 
and Americans that the Arabs use a more direct eye- contact 
during an interaction than the Americans do. Hall (1963: 216) 
states that "Both Arabs and Creeks tend to read the other 
peron's eye much more than the Americans". 

3.3.4. The Eye-Brow 

One of the paralinguistic behaviours which we use nearly 
everyday without paying attention to its realization is what 
Hinde (1972: II) calls "eye-brow flash". It is a rapid raising 
and lowering of the eye-brows which is used to reflect our 
emotional attitude of meeting people we know. It seems that 
'eye-brow flash' is one of the universal paralinguistic signals 
used by people all over the world. 

Eye-brows are used to signal many kinds of face-to-face 
interaction behaviours such as greeting, flirting, approving, 
rejecting, asking confirmation, thanking, emphasizing state- 
ments and the like. Sometimes smiling and nodding are used 
together with eye-brow signals in requesting or approving 
questions (Eibesfeldt, 1974: 23) . 

It is to be noted that eye-brow movements may convey 
different meanings in different cultures. The use of eye-brow ^^ 

flash is something common in the English community. Among 
the Arabs it is widely used among people of the same sex but 
considered indecent when used by strangers or opposite sex. 
Diagram No. 2 on page 28 represents the hypothetical evol- 
ution of eye-brow movements into signals in human beings 
as seen by Eibesfeldt (Ibid: 24). 
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3.3 3. 1 .3. Turn - taking : 

Eye- contact has also an important role In turn -taking. 
A participant in a conversation looks at his partners before 
he takes his turn to speak. In our group seminars held onWe- 
dnesday mornings with professor Wilkinson I noticed that 
eye- contact played an important role in tur taking in the 
discussion. 

Participants who failed to establish eye- contact often conf- 
licted turns. 
3.3.3.1.4. Reflecting Emotions : 

Emotions are generally reflected through eye- gaze and 
eye- contact .Hate and love are clearly shown through diffe- 
rent eye- contacts. Sexual and aggressive encounters are exa- 
mples of interactions which are often initiated and maintained 
through eye- contact and gaze . It is clear that lovers have si- 
gnificant mutual and positive glances at each other. A stimu 
lus fight and threat is done through a stare . 

It should be noted that eye- contact alone is not enough 
to show the nature of relationship among interactants. Other 
facial expressions, posture, and other information related to 
the interaction context are necessary to reflect a full picture 
of a person's emotional state (Exline, 1971:88) . 

3.3.3.2. Cultural Differences : 

Eye contact patterns may differ from culture to culture. 
Religious m^n in Islam do not usually have eye- contact with 
Women with whom they have a face- to-face interaction. To 
avoid eye- contact is considered a sign of respect for themse- 
lves and for their religious morals. An adult Arab female from 
the countryside in Iraq never has eye- contact with adult male 
strangers when they talk to her. It is a sign of chastity and pur- 
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3.3.3. The Eye : 

Of all parts of the body-that are used to transmit inform- 
ation is the eye. The emotional impact that the eyes have lies 
in their use and the use of the face around them. By squinting, 
length of the glance and movements of eyelids many meanin- 
gs from the> eyes can be sent out. o 

Gazing at people, looking down, looking away, looking 
at the speaker, etc. convey different messages in face-^- to-^ 
face interaction. To look away from a person who is speaking 
to you while you are listening is a signal of unsatlsfaction with 
his speech but a cpntinuous looking at him indicates your int- 
erest in his speech. To look your partner in the eye while you 
speak is an indication of your certainty of what you are saying 
(Fast, 1970: 139). Eyes could also be shown as attacking, thr- 
eatening or non- aggressive (Exline, 1971:87). 
3.3,3.1. Eye Contact / f mfi\\ 
Eye - contact is one of the most direct and powerful forms of 
paraiinguistic communication. The functions of eye- contact 
could be summed up as follows i^^fM 

3.3.3.1.1. Establishing Relationships: 

It seems that the main duty of eye- contact is to establish 
relationship with others. It is used to initiate an act of comm- 
unication. It is also used to establish* aff illative and dominance 
relationships. (Ibid) . 

3.3.3.1.2. Getting Feedback: ^A. 

Eye- contact is also important in getting feedback about rea- 
ctions of othersiOne looks away a few seconds before holding 
his speech and looks back at the partner just as he ceeaes spea- 
king. "Obviously, we make more eye-contact when we look 
a soometvhing rewarding to us " (Knapp, 1978:302). 
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ect , reflects a useful paralinguistic feature of facial expression 
the element lam after in citing that piece of poetry. 

Facial expressions play art important role in feedback by 
movements of eyebrows, mouth and eyes. They may modify 
or frame the speech of the partner (Argyle, 1972 b: 249) See 
also Eibesfeldt, 1974: 123). Facial expressions are mainly dis- 
played through the following channels: 
3 3.1. The Rice : 

The face is the most expressive area of human emotions: 
happiness, surprise, fear, disgust, determination etc. could 
clearly be perceived by onlookers through facial expressions. 
The eyes, the cheeks , the eyebrows, the mouth and the for- 
ehead may act simultaneously to show those emotions ."If 
you have ever had a conversation rn really noisy surroundings 
you know how useful it is to see the speaker's face." (Denes 
and Pinson, 1973: 67). In animals and children the face plays 
a significant role identifying their emotions and intentions; 
one can see that clearly by watching animal fights or children 
who are annoyed, sad or happy, y « 

The shape of mouth, lips, cheeks and sometimes the teeth 
play a role in conveying messages by setting facial expressions 
that give an indication of our emotions.The jips an,d the teeth 
are the only parts of the vocal cavity that are normally seen 
during an interaction. People can gather much information 
about wjiat the speaker tries to convey by looking at his face 
lips and cheeks, some deaf people can understand something 
of a person's message by watching the movements of his lips 
and face (Denes and Pinson. 1973: 67) . 
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It seems to me that people In most cultures mean 'yes* 
when they nod their heads and 'no* when they shake them. 
However, one may also see differences in some countries in 
such paralinguistic behaviours. Klineberg (as cited by la Barre 
1947: 208) states that "The Abyssinians say Wby jerking the 
head to the right shoulder, and 'yes' by throwing the head 
back and raising the eyebrows." 

Darwin (as cited by Eibesfeldt 1974: 20) argues that head 
shaking was originated from refusing food. When the baby 
fed by its mother is contented it refuses the breast by turning 
its head away from the food which is offered to it. 

3. 2. 3. Sticking out the Tongue: 

Sticking out the tongue means different things in differ- 
ent cultures. They may differ according to the age of the int - 
eractants. In children tongue- showing indicates mocking and 
sometimes challenging or disgusting. When used by lovers 
it may imply sexual flirtation (FEibesfeldt, 1974: 32). Sticking 
out the tongue is an Indication of apology in parts of china the 
evil eye In parts of India, a rude sign in England and it means 
'no* in the Marquesans (Argyle, ) 1 972 a: 144). 

3.3 Facial Expression : 

"So I have learned many things, son I hav learn- 
ed to wear many faces like dresses- homeface , 
offlceface, streetface, hostface, cocktailface .with 
all their conforming smiles like a fixed portrait 
smile."(rrom a poem by Gabriel Okara. Afterwll- . > 

kinsn. 1975: 79). 

Though the poet.Okara, portrays a slice of our poor wor- 
ld which tries to chop people into fixed models in order to 
function without true feelings in this "mortal" life, he in eff- 
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it means 'zero' or 'worthless'. 

In Malta it means that someone is homosexual. In Sardinia and 
Greece it is an insult. (Ibid)J(see also La Barre, 1947: 208). 
To the Arabs it may mean "you have done well'. 

3.2.2. Head Nods : 

Head nods and eye — contact are mainly concerned with 
keeping the flow of inetractions and supply the deedback nee- 
ded by the partner in conversations.They may be used alon- 
gside with the spoken words or they could be used alone . 

3.2.2.1. Used alongside with spoken words : 

We nod regularly during conversation as a gesture of rea- 
ssurance. Argyle (1972 b: 248) states that head nods play an 
important role in conversation as they act as a reinforcer 
in face — to — face interaction. Head nods also play a role in 
turn— taking. On the whole rapid head nods are an indica- 
tion if the nodder's wish to take his turn in the conversation 
(Ibid: 249). 

3.2.2.2. Used alone 
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Abercrombie (1973:33) argues that head nods can be 
independent of the verbai elements of conversations, "A par- 
ticipant in a conversation may nod his head, for example , at 
the same time as he says the word "yes" or he may nod but 
say nothing — and the nod will still communicate." (ibid) . 

Head nods could also be used alone when the mouth is enga- 
ged (full with food or the like), or when the mind is busy with 
something else rather than the interaction. I noticed that my 
children.when they were between 5-7 years of age.responded 
with continuous head nods but with no eye contact when they 
were busy playing with their new dolls or watching interest- 
ing cartoon films. 
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to talk about something related to futurity such as "see you 
tomorrow" and the like, they asked for my help.Within less 
than two months words came into action and began to domi- 
nate the scene of communication. 
3.2. 1 .4. Baton Gestures : 

Baton gestures are actions that emphasize the rhythm 
of spoken words. They are so much an integral part of our beh 
aviour that we sometimes use them even when talking on the 
telephone (Morris, 1977: 56). (see illustration No. 9 below. 
After 'Morris , Ibid) . 

3.2.1 .5. Direct Gestures : 

These gestures are usually us*d to direct people to a cer- 
tain destination . In anger they are sometimes used to emph- 
asize the spoken words as in "Get out" They are always used 
alongside with speech . (see illustration No. 10 below. After 

Morris. 1977: 64) . //tf^%\ 

However, a distinction should be made between gestures 
which are part of paralinguistic behaviours such as hand mo- 
vements, shrugs, nods, winks, etc. and "Gesture Languages " 
or "Sign Languages" which are used by deaf people or Amer- 
ican Indians, because the latter are linguistic, not paralingui- 
stic since they have their own systems of communication which 
are structured as language (Abercrombie. 1968: 67). 

3.2.1.6. Cultural Differences: 

A certain gesture may mean different things in different 
cultures. When an American makes a circle sign by forming < 

a ring with his forefinger and thumb, it signals o.k., fine , per- 
fect or great to his people (see illustration No. 1 1. After Mo- 
rris, op. cit.: 39). The same meaning is interpreted by an En* 
gllshman, but in Japan the same sign means "money; in France 
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(Morris, 1977:29). (see illustrations Nos.3, 4, 5 and 6 below . 
After Morris, Ibid). 

3.2.1.2. Symbolic Gestures : 

Symbolic gestures represent moods and ideas as in the 
case of signs that symbolize'stupidity'These gestures may vary 
from culture to culture but they always indicate" something 
wrong with the mind "(Morris, 1977:30). (see illustrations 
Nos 7 and 8. After Morris, Ibid . 

3.2.1.3. Silent Gestures : 

Words sometimes prove unnecessary or convey so little 
that it is better to look than to listen (Lamb andWastson.1979 
181). In factories and noisy places it is better to make a silent 
gesture than to shout . 

Foreigners to whom the foreign community and language 
is completely new tend to use silent gestures when they find 
them- selves in a real situation to express themselves. I not 
iced that my children who know only a few English words 
used gestures and facial expressions to communicate with their 
English playmates and school colleagues, they waved their 
hands with a smile and eye- engagement to mean Hello .the 
same gestures were used with a very short eye-contact and 
head - turn to mean "Good bye" within a week or so "Hello* 
and"Goodbye"were learned but used together with the same 
gestures. "Lets go"was conveyed through shoulder embrace 
and moving to the destination while "come here" was perf 
ormed by hand gestures. 

All the gestures used by them before me represented 
actions which could be done at the time of that silent conve- 
rsation. Approvals of actions done such as scoring a goal or 
playing well were displayed through smiles, gentle laughs and 
sometimes undistinguished cry sounds . When they wanted 
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Therefore people pay great attention to presenting them- 
selves in the image they would like others to have of them . 
Clothes, hair style, smell, cosmetics, etc. send messages about 
people's intentions of appearing in that way in their society. 
"A major clue to many occupations would be provided by clo- 
thing: men in professional occupations tend to wear dark suits; 
policemen and soldiers wear uniform"( Wilkinson, 1975:18). 

Clothing has three main functions: modesty.comfort and 
display. Most clothes serwe these three functions but in each 
case each article of clothing conveys a signal to the onlooker, 
telling him acertain message of the wearer's background.mood 
or personality (Morris, 1979: 213). 

3.2 Gestures 

A gesture is an action which communicates a visual signal 
to onlookers through movements of hands, head, face, feet 
and other parts of the body (Argyle, 1972 a: 41 ). The most 
widely occurring range of gestures used almost everywhere 
entails use of the face, hands and head. 
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3.2. 1 . Hand Movements

3.2.1.1. Mimic Gestures 

Some signals can be done incidentally such as sneezing and 
yawning but others are done on purpose such as mimic ges - 
tures in which the performer tries to imitate a certain action 
person or object. Such questions have their own importance 
in social interaction as if they had separate entities (Birdwh - c 

istell, 1972: 93). *> 

Mimic gestures can be understood by foreigners because 
they try to copy objects or actions which are usually done by 
nearly all human beings such as drinking, eating, smoking ,

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Kurds and Indians of the Moslem religion but it may be perf- 
ormed in public dances in the Christian areas in the ArabWorld 
The Christian Kurds in the North of Iraq celebrate their nat- 
ional festivals with group embrace dances where adults of both 
S3X2S mi/ join the dance. In the South of Iraq only men join 
such dances with hand-in-hand link. 

3.1.3.4.6. The Kiss 

Kissing implies different things according to the area ki - 
ssed. To kiss a lady's hand may be a sign of respect, but mouth- 
to-mouh kissing is confined only to lovers, husband and wife, 
etc . in public. Both types of kissing mentioned are common 
in public among opposite sexes in Britain, France and America 
but this behaviour is never seen in Iraq, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia 
etc. in public though a quick mouth-to-mouth kiss may be 
performed by male to male or female to female in public among 
partners of close intimacy, but with no sexual element being 
present in the action, f t ^^ I 

A cheek kiss is performed in greeting and farewell among 
relatives and friends. Arabs confine cheek kissing to the mem 
bers of the family in opposite sexes but used with relatives and 
friends of the same sex. I noticed that in Britain a cheek kiss 
is something common in public among friends of opposite sexes 
but mostly with no sexual element being present in the action 
but this depends upon the relationship of the partners . La 
Barre (1947:214) states that American women use a "social 
kiss" in which they touch cheeks as they do not wish to spoil 
each other's make-up. I noticed that this type of kiss is also 
common in the English culture as well as in the Arab ore. 

3.1.3.5. Appearance 

Appearance conveys information about people, person- 
ality, mood,social status, occupation, etc.(Argy1e,\972 b:248). 
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£.1.3.4.4. The Arm-Link 

The arm-link is a signal of co-ordinating walking. It is a 
visual display of emotional link when performed between hus- 
band and wife, lovers and friends of the same sex (Ibid: 94^ 
The arm-link tie-sign is not a common act among people from 
the countryside in the Arab world, but it is rarely used by some 
young couples of opposite sex In the large cities. However, 
in the Arab world, the arm-link is uncommon among friends 
of the same sex unless one is in need of physical support. 
3.1.3.4.5. Embracing 

This could either be a shoulder embrace, full embrace or 
waist embrace. Shoulder embrace is essentially a masculine 
act, i.e. It is done by males to females because men are generally 
taller than women. (Ibid : 94) Full embrace is used with children 
but when used with adults it is confined to intense emotional 
moments, particularly in greeting, farewells, scoring goals , 
etc. (Ibid: 95). It seems that this act is common In many cult- 
ures . Lovers may use full embrace In private sexual posture 
or in public dancing.jk.^/^j^J^/' 

Waist embrace is usually used by opposite sexes in dancing 
or when they walk slde-by-side.Waist embrace shows intimacy 
but it may arouse sexual attitude as the hand of one partner 
may approach near the area of the buttocks and the thighs; 
particularly when waist embrace is accompanied by gentle 
stroking, rubbing, squeezing and trying to explore the compa 
nion's body with the hand or other parts of the body (Ibid- 
97). 

I have noticed that shoulder embrace and waist embrace are 
something quite common among the English and the Amer - 
leans but it is not common In public among Arabs, Persians , 
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3. 1 .3.4. Types of Body Contact 

Morris ( 1977: 92) isolates some major types of body 
contact that imply tie-signing. They are as follows: 

3.1.3.4.1. Hand Shake 

Hand shake is used as a sign of intimacy between the par- 
tners. When both hands are used more intimacy is implied. 
Hand shake is always used after a long separation, and in such 
cases it may be accompanied by full embrace where both arms 
end up to encircle the other body (Ibid). Hand shake is often 
accompanied by body-leaning towards each other and per- 
haps with an added cheek-to-cheek pressure or cheek kiss 
as Arabs and Persians usually do. (See illustrations I and 2 
below. After Morris. 1977: 93). 

3.1.3.4.2 . Body-Guide .♦♦♦♦ 

It is a kind of intimate behaviour of pointing. The most 
obvious is the mild pressing of the hand on the back of the 
companion.lt is usually used by guests to express respect for 
the host (Ibid). Body-guide tie-signs are also used by parents 
towards their children or husbands towards their wives as a 
sign of protection, from my experience I know that Arabs 
never use such acts towards hosts of opposite sex, but Eng- 
lish sometimes do. 

3.1.3.4.3. The Pat 

Pats could be signs of greeting (with children), congrat- 
ulatory (among football players), comforting (with infants and) 
scared children), loving pats and ordinary friendly pats. Chil- 
dren can be patted on almost all of the body but with adults 
(not lovers, husband and wife, etc), a pat would be offensive 
if it is not confined to the hand, arm, shoulder or bark (Ibid). 
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that a gentle touch or a kiss is more powerful than words among 
lovers. In the "Song of Solomon" the king says: (see Wilkin - 
son, 1975: 14) 

Thy lips, O my spouse, drop as the honey-comb: 
Honey and milk are under thy tongue... 

3.1.3.3. Sign "of Comfort 

It seems that body contact is a sign of comfort in animals. 
Harlow and Harlow (as cited by Argyle, 1972 a : 26) made an 
experiment on baby monkeys with regard to body contact. 
They left baby monkeys with two artificial 'mothers' made 
of wire: one of the 'mothers' was left as it is and the other 
was covered with terry cloth. They found that the baby mon- 
keys preferred the cloth mother, and they ran to her for close 
body contact when they were frightened. 

Infants are usually comforted by their mother's cuddling 
or gentle touching on the back, arm or head. They keep quiet 
and produce noises of comfort when embraced by the mhther. 
Argyle (Ibid :26) argues that babies in the first six months of 
life do depend heavily on body contact with their mother, but 
later when they grow up visual contact comes into action 

Body contact is also a feature of peace and comfort in ad-. 
ults.A scared wife would throw herself on her husband's body 
seeking protection and comfort. Such acts are usually accom- 
panied by embracing and burying the head in the husband's 
chest and putting the arms around his neck to have as mush 
body contact as possible. The husband in return embraces his ^a 

wife and comforts her with a couple of pats as if to draw her 
from the realm of abstractness to the realm of reality. Lovers 
and friends may do the same after a long time of separation. 
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bent bodies while happy and excited people move rapidly with 
upright bodies. Angry people may hit tables with their fists. 

3.1.3. Body Contact 

Body contact is the most primitive kind of social comm- 
unication, and it is a feature which implies intimacy in all an- 
imals. Body contact may take a number of forms such as hitting 
pushing, pulling, touching, steering by the elbow, etc. They 
involve a variety of areas of the body (Argyle, 1972 E: 246). 
In general, body contact has the following functions: 

3.1.3.1. Intimacy 

Body contact involves various kinds of embracing, kiss- 
ing to welcome or saying farewell to people, hand-holding* 
walking arm-in-arm, and leg-twisting during encounters 

(Argyle and kendon, 1972: 31)! >v

I have noticed young lovers in Britian use more constant 

body contact in public settings than the Arabs who use eye- 
contact in such cases. y „ . y 

It seems that in most cultures body contact is a very co- 
mmon attitude used by the members of the family and this 
depends on which parts of the body may be touched and by 
whom (Argyle, 1972 b: 246). Jourald (as cited by Argyle and 
Kendon, Ibid) made an experiment on American students. 
He found that students were touched most by their mothers, 
and friends of the opposite sex; for many of them their fath- 
er's area of contact was the hands. 

3.1.3.2. Sexual Motivation 

Argyle (1972 a: 33) argues that sexual motivation in hu- 
man females is aroused by body contact while in males it is 
the vision that has the dominant role in that respect. It seems

3.1.2.1 Body Movements Co-ordinated with Speech 

It is noticed that speech Is accompanied by body movem- 
ents and those movements are co-ordinated with speech to 
give a clear and final feature of communtication. The head and 
hands are the most usual parts that accompany speech.

Tha distance at which people stand from each" 
other d'irng conversation shows the relationship among the 
interactants and this may very grwatly from culture to culture 
It is found that in general people come closer to people they 
like and to those whose <?.yis are shut. People also come closer 
to people whom they want to talk to (Argyle, !972 L: 247). 

3.1.1.3 Culture 

Hall (1968: 207) asserts that people from different cult- 
ures inhabit different proxemic behaviours. Watson and Cr- 
aves(as cited byWeitz, 1974: 200)found out support for HaU's 
above observation in an experiment they made on Arab and 
American students in Colorado. They found out that Arabs 
interact more closely and more directly than Americans do. 
People in different cultures have different bo-iy postures 
during an interaction which sometimes depends upon the sit- 
uation of the interaction and the relationship between the 
interactmts. Youn» Arab students usually do not sit with th- 
eir lees crossed in the oresence of their teachers. In the Arab 
community it is an offence to cross the !e<?s o:i a table in pub- 
lic places in the presence of others. I noticed that it is not the 
same case for yovinrf students of Exeter University when they 
sit in the common room. In the countryside of Iraq men sta- 
nd m w)m a nun cons, to join them in the sitting room. 
They do so as a sign of respect and greeting for him. 

3.1.2 Body Movements (Kinesics) 

Body movements or Kinasics are related to learned and 
patterned body movements which have communicative value 
(Birdwhisteli, 1972: 93). 
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While linguistic behaviours are articulated by the speech 
organs, where speech is perceived as an outcome of the pro- 
cess of articulation, paralinguistic behaviours are displayed 
mainly through body movements, where the process of tran- 
smitting messages is visually felt by the interactants. The foll- 
owing are the main channels employed in performing paral- 
inguistic behavioirs in face to face interaction. 

3.1 Body Code 

A body code message refers to the message transmitted 
from the body as a whole unit. Different parts of the body are 
involved in the process of communication simultaneously. 
These messages are conveyed through the following channels 
3.1.1 Body Posture (Proxemics)

"Proxemics is related to the relationships of human and 
space" (Watson, 1972, 230). It seems that people get much 
information during an interaction from the general way in 
which the whole body of the speaker is disposed either when 
sitting or standing. "Posture goes through a series of changes 
while poeple converse: legs are crossedjor uncrossed, parti- 
cipants lean forward or backward, el bows are placed on tabies 
and so on" (Abercrombie, 1973: 33) . Through body posture 
different kinds of messages can be transmitted. 

3. I.I.I Emotions 

Body posture communicates many emotional messages 
during conversation. Emotions of peopl when they are tense 
relaxed, angry, shy etc. are shown through body posture. Sa- 
rbin and Hardyck (as cited by Argyle, 1972 a: 41) displayed 
the meanings of body posture as shown in the following illu- 
stration : 
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The situation of an Interaction is also Important in reve- 
aling certain aspects of the paralinguistlc behaviours used in 
that interaction. To know exactly what a certain gesture mea- 
ns one has to introduce the setting in which the gesture is per- 
formed. The loudness of the voice is well interpreted when 
one knows first how distant the speaker is from the recipient 
(Goffman. 1972: 75). Ab Kiss, a handshake and a salute may 
mean different things for different contexts. The interpreta- 
tions of such meaningful gestures and actions depend on the 
kind of participants and their relationship and the condition 
under which they interact (Halliday, et al: 1970: 19). It was 
found that very small children use paralinguistic behaviours 
much more than using the spoken word in communicating 
their needs and abilities (Lamb and Watson, 1979: 179). I thi- 
nk that children do so because of their limited knowledge of 
the world and their limited experience of the spoken word 
and the world of adul 

Linguistic and paralinguistic behaviours depend one upon 
the other. Spoken words alone may not give us the full mea- 
ning of what a person has to convey; nor for that matter par- 
alinguistic behaviours alone can give us the full meaning. It 
sounds really odd to listen or talk to someone sitting near 
you and he uses only speech with no gestures, facial expres- 
sion, body movements or eye engagement. 

Paralinguistic phenomena are non-linguistic elem- 
ents in conversation. They occur along-side spoken 
language, interact with it, and produce together with 
it a total system of communication. 

(Abercrombie, 1973: 32) 
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and generate verbal and non-verbal systems of language in a 
way which is highly complicated. No clues have shown )€t; 
that animals have got thiose biological* properties( cf. G lucks- 
berg and Danks, 1975: 15.

As species we have not lost our animal aspect of being 
physically active. Sometimes we are not aware ©four actions, 
but they are still revealing. We may toncentrate on our words 
but we should not forget that our movements; posture and 
facial expressions are conveying more information about us 
in their own way (Morris, 1977: 8). 

Therefore/communication is- not transmitted- through 
words only. Facial expression, head nods, body posture, tone ^ 

of voice, eye contact and other paralmguistic means play an 
important role in human communication. Thus paralinguistic 

behaviours include both body movements and sounds that 
accompany speech and function as part of total communication. 
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a thing is said. Intonation patterns and other 

paralinguistic features carry a greet deal of the 
meaning. Tone of voice, pitch, intensity, timing, 

facial expresston and physical gestures; all 
contribute as part of his message. His pauses 

may range from mere hesitation to long silences, 
his gestures from the deliberate and formal to the 

unconscicus expressiveness of bodily posture.

Some biologists have argued that linguistic behaviours 
(humin verbal lan^ua^es) have evolved from a source in the 
paralinguistic behaviours (non-verba! communication) (see 
Hinde, 1972: 94).

Chomsky (1968) (as cited by Hinde, Op.cit: 95) attacks 
those claims by saying that "human language appears to be a 
unique phenomenon, without significant analogue in the ani- 
mal world".

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Paralinguistic Face to Face Interaction

Abstract 

This essay deals with how human beings communicate 
with one another in face-to-face interaction. The question 
whether vocal non-verbal features, namely, accent, emphasis 
and voice quality are linguistic or paralinguistic is, however, 
controversial among linguists. But the majority of linguists 
categorise such features as non-linguistic (see Lyons, 1972: 51). 

In this essay, paralinguistic behaviours are viewed to be 
comprised of ail non-linguistic, non-verbal behabtours (both 
vocal and non-vocal) which are performed by interactants in 
continual face-to- face interaction. 
I. Introduction : 




It is often said that language is a tool of communication, 
of exchanging thoughts and concepts. People often think that 
language is represented by the spoken word only, but, in fact, 
human beings use more than the spoken word in their daily 
face-to-face interaction. As Abercrombie (1968: 31) put it "We 
speak with our vocal organs, but we converse with our entire 
bodies. " Therefore the process of communication in humans 
is not carried out through speech only but also through com- 
municative features that accompany speech and without these 
features communication would sound lifeless. 

Furthermore a speaker uses more than words. 
He uses paralinguistic features, which supplement 
f the words themselves and govern the way in which 
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Clearly one could distinguish a large variety of uses of 
these forms and the results would define a scale of politeness 
rather than any clear division into polite or impolite forms 
of address. 

One of the most valuable ways of looking at iangicge is 
to see it as a refiactor of society. And just as society is comp- 
osed of many different definable situations, so language Is made 
up of a comparable number of varieties. It is important to 
note, from the very beginning, that the relationship betwe- 
en the forms of language used in a particular situation and 
the situation itself varies, in that the amount of linguistic cho- 
ice available to speakers within that situation is not constant 

For the meaning of any given word depends largely on 
the situation in which that particular word is used(5). Some 
situations have very little variability, others have preater fi- 
exibility. One could perhaps distinguish situations which have 
little or no possibility of choice of language forms, situations 
in which the choice is restricted for a email number of alter- 




natives, and situations which are relatively 'open', i.e. reiat-

ively unrestricted in the numbers of forms that can be used 
in connection with a particular topic. 

ih this paper I have only touched upon what is a very la- 
rge and complex aspect of language in use. My aim has been 
not so much to provide precise quantification and contrast 
of what is involved in the language of politeness, but to char- 
acterize the issues that are involved in order to provide a per- 
spective that will be useful in teaching situations and offer a 
few suggestions for further research. I believe that this kind V 

of study is extremely important at both theoretical and app- 
lied levels, as it brings greater realism to discussion which is 
all too often divorced from practicality.

"I'm sorry", "excuse me", or "sorry" by itself and "par- 
don" or "I beg your pardon", are the most common terms; 
but more formal is "forgive me, I beg your pardon" or "I am 
very (very) sorry, forgive me". 

In apologies there are examples with different lexis like, 
"apologize", "sorry", "beg pardon" and "forgive": I apolog- 
ize, I'm (terribly, awfully) sorry; So sorry or I'm so sorry; (I 
beg your pardon.); Pardon or pardon me; (Forgive me.); (I 
owe you some apologies.); Sorry(4). The forms in paranthe- 
esis are more polite than the others and could be used in for- 
mal occasions. 

D— Thanks : iSji^^o^}d^ijfj/ 

"Thank you" is the unmarked usage. "Thanks" is more 

colloquial. Both may be polite and commonly used. "Thanks 
a lot", "thank you very (very) much", is more polite. Yet in- 
tonation can play a big role here especially with 'thank you" 
itself. For example, we have "thank you" which is very polite 
and formal, usually with a falling undertone on either word; 
on the other hand we have the "thank you" which free ?.ntly 
has rude overtones being articulated with a rising tone. There 
is also another peculiar use oi "Thank you", which is relati- 
vely common in public places. It is used to mean either change 
your seat, get up please, next one, or have your fare ready. 
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"Come for tea" are friendly too. "Have some tea (please)", 
"Help youself" are colloquial. The term "Wcn't you" is quite 
frequently used but it is not formal. Here are some examples 
with i! *>Vt yDj*': "Won't you stay a little longer?", "Wcn't 
you have S3me more?" "Won't you" could be used at the end 
of a request for softening, e.g. "Come in, please, won't you?" 
or "Have a cup of tea, won't you? ' The addition of "wont you" 
or "will you" changes the imperative into request. The most 
usual form of request is introduced by "will you". This request 
may be made attitudinally less ambiguous, and more polite by 
the addition of "please", or the formula 'Would you mind" 
may be used, e.g. "Would you mind helping me?" "/Vcufd you 
mind" and "do you mind" are otten used to ask permission, 
or to ask whether a person objects to something/'Wculd yicu 
mind if I opened the window? 1 ', "Do you mind my opening 
the window?", "Would you" may replace "Will >cu" in requ- 
ests. It may convey a suggestion of hesitation of deference on 
the part of the speaker. "Would you pass the salt, please?" or 
Will you pass the salt, please?" . 

The first one with "Would" is more polite. "Can I ask 
you a question" is polite and informal, but it is more polite 
when the auxiliary verb "can" is changed into the past, e,g. 
"Could I ask you a question?" 

Other examples, "Can you spare mc a minute?", "Could 
you possibly do me a favour?", "Could you help me, please?" 
These two "could" and (less often) "can" are used to make 
informal requests. "Can I help you?" is a very common pol- 
ite way of asking you: "what you want" in shops. But in shops 
frequented by refined clintele, there is a range of usage, of 
which, "What does madam desire?" is a more formal example 
"May" and "might" are used in questions and they are forms 
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ular circumstances in which the language is being used, e.g. 
"You are welcome to your country". (This, of course, is rel- 
atively formal, as opposed to the more informal 'Welcome 
home"). Others are marked for politeness in various degrees, 
e.g. "Pleased to meet you. (I've heard a lot about you./ I've been 
looking forward to it"), at a more formal level, using some of 
the lexical items restricted to more formal occurrences "deli- 
ghted to make your acquaintance", "I trust everything is well 
with you", etc; at a more colloquial level, using some of the 
typical characteristics of colloquial speech, "How 're things?" 
or "How's tricks?" (the free variation between "is/ are"-the 
former being more idiomatic disregarding grammatical concord. 

Accompanying these, introductory remarks may reinf- 
orce politeness due to circumstances, e.g. "Let me take your 
coat'V'May I take your coat", "Make yourself at home".AIso, 
one finds frequent use made of the intensifying (or " 
pressing") "do" construction, e.g. "Do come in", "Do let me 
take your coat" which is itself relatively marked for politeness. 
After these introductory exchanges, conversation proper be- 
gins, which may, of course, be introduced through phatic 
communion. 

B- Invitations and Requests: 

One should be very careful with invitations. Avoiding 
the very important; this is done by making the invitation cou- 
rteous. Invitations carrbe very formal as in '"I invite you for. ." 
"or as in, "I would like to ask (invite) you to come for tea", 
less formal in "Would you like to come for tea?" It is informal 
in "How (*s) about coming to tea?"

iteness from other linguistic expressions of attitude. 

It is possible to consider situations of a more general kind 
which allow greater freedom in language usage. Of course 
these situations are different and there are many different 
ways to deal with each. There is a great deal of choke for the 
speaker.We can exemplify these situations under the following 
headings: Greetings, invitations and requests, asking permi- 
ssion, asking leave, apologies and thanks. 

Within a situation that is contextuaiiy well-defined (such as 
greetings) one will have differences in language due to the use 
of very formal, formal, informal or colloquial conversations, 
these being based ultimately on status, viz, superiorinferior 
(or vice versa), or two people of equal status. Clearly, there 
is always some influence from the situation in which the speech- 
acts take place, and such instances of formal greeting (as oppo- 
sed to colloquial greeting) as may occur in English are due to 
the combination of both personal factors of status as well as 
impersonal conventions of the same situation. The following 
examples simultaneously display language reflecting these 
factors. It would be possible to make a more detailed sufc-cl- 
assification at greater length, to show the two points of view. 
A- Greetings: 

English has an unmarked norm of conventional greeting, 
either "How are you?" or "How" do you do?"; the latter Is 
normal for a first introduction, the former normal for a gree- 
ting between people who have already been introduced. But f 
in both situations there is a substantial amount of variability, 
producing 'marked* modes of utterance. Some of these are 
situationally marked, determined by reference to the partic-

catch oh rases, and the like, which we hear breezily passed aro- 
und by people in the street or on buses or in casual cafe con- 
versation: " Nice a?ain to -day". '• Ch it's You " "How's 
things?"

In discussing the function of Speech in mere sociabilities, 
we come to one of the bedrock human beings, the well known 
tendency to congregate, to be together, to enjoy each other's 
companv. Manv instincts and innate trends, such as fear or 
pugnacity, all the types of social sentiments such as ambition 
vanity, passion for power and wealth, are dependent upon 
and associated with the fundamental tendency which makes 

the mere presence of other, a necessity for Man.

It is a matter of common experience that the person wno 

does not speak (and who is/on this account called 'unsociable') 
is liable to be somewhat distrusted, even feared or disliked. 
Walking along: a country road at night ,JtJs usual to break sil- 
ence on oa-,sin? someone and the exchange of words is a mutual 
re-assurance. People vary from place to place (and of course 
from individual to individual) in their habits and feelings over 
this aspect of behaviour, but all of us should realize that there 
are some of our fellows who feel a very unpleasant tension in 
the presence of a stranger (as in a railway carriage) without 
some brief entry into "phatic communion" (3). 

Phatic communion, then, is an instance of a highly restr- 
icted use of language which plays an important part in reducing 
social tension and is a genera! attitude of politeness and desiu. 
to be friendly. There is a substantial overlap with the other 
independent uses of lanqua-a of politeness, and to exemplify 
it in this paper is both to provide a perspective for the language 
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Connected with modes of address is the use of a pronom- 
inal honorific distinction, something Arabic has, but English 
does not. 

In many languages there are at least two forms for "you", 
one more familiar, the other more polite. Often the plural 
form of "you" serves also as a polite singular. The English use 
of "you" and "you" originally plural forms.to replace "thou" 
and "thee" in the singular, has led to the practical extinction 
of the latter. 

Grammatical analogy, required the verb used in formal 
addresses to be in the third, not in the second person, for 
example, we say to a judge: Your Honour is mistaken, and not 
Your Honour are mistaken. 

There is a considerable embarrassment in languages that 
use a polite as well as a familiar form of address about passing 
from the former to the latter when a change in the nature of 
the relationship between two persons warrants it. Hesitation, 
confusion and apologies are the result before the new form of 
address becomes stabilized. It has been claimed that the English 
equivalent of the French transition from (vous to tu) is the 
passing form: "Mr. so-and-so" to the use of the person's last 
name, then to the use of his first name: but it is not quite the 
same thing. One can always avoid pronouncing a name, but 
it is not easy to avoid "you". More usually, one indicates a 
difference in the attitude towards the "you" by various sup- 
rasegmental features. 

A clearly definable situation in which restricted language 
is typical, but of a clearly different order from the greetings 
and titles is the use of special language as conversation opens. 
This phenomenon has been noted by various scholars: B. Mal- 
inowski, for one, calls it "phatic communion" (2).

The queen is addressed by "The Queen's Most Excellent 
Majesty", in highly formal circumstances, or "Your Majesty" 
cnly. These titles, along with a definable few others, are good 
instances of total linguistic restriction which directly conce- 
rns issues of politeness: not to use the expected form of add- 
ress in the right circumstances is considered a form of impo- 
liteness. Similar considerations apply throughout the whole 
social hierarchy.

It must not be thought that the above conversations for

royalty are in any way typical. Any organized social or prof- 
essional group of society will embody linguistic conventions 
to discriminate rank from rank. For example similar expect- 
ations that a particular mode of address should be used may 
be found in the law courts or the church; instances of the la- 
tter would include language connected with archbishops, bi- 
shops, deans, the pope, cardinals, etc., e.g. Archbishops: 
Begin with: "My lord Archbishop" or "Your Grace". 
One addresses him with "His Grace the Lord archbishop of..." 
and speaking to him, one uses "Your Grace". A retired arch- 
bishop is addressed as "The Most Reverend Archbishop". 
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e.g. a superior addressing an inferior (usually comrades), or 
a preson addressing a social equal (e.g. business men calling 
evch other b/ their surnames). 'Mr.' may at times be a mark 
of respect for greater age, but more usually it is a sign of sup- 
erior social status on the part of the person being addressed. 
Conversations among friends, or the introductions of new pe- 
rsons to others as friends are usually done by using first (Ch- 
ristian) names and not surnames, which may have professio- 
nal or social overtones. However, one cannot generalize wit- 
hout paying careful attention to the conversation of particu- 
lar situations, certain sub-groups in society (e.g. a student 
body, a professional clique) may have evolved their own me- 
thods of address. They, however, are by definition outside 

the .general forms of address, as are the conventions of extr-

emely formal situations, which are also relatively exceptio- 
nal. The use of social or professional titles may occasionally 
vary as different situations arise. ]

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Degrees of Context Restriction in English

In this paper, I am more concerned with coming out with 
a study of the context-bound language associated with cert- 
ain situations rather than the situations themselves; but cle- 
arly one must define one's area of concern a little more clos- 
ely. Hence I have made preliminary use of certain categories 
of social description to guide the focus of linguistic research. 
The different categories are all connected with general conc- 
ern to express attitudes of politeness. In this paper, I will dis- 
tinguish different degrees of restricted language which char- 
acterise selected social situations in which politeness is exp- 
ected. Examples of these situations are not difficult to find. 
The language one uses in birthday greetings, addressing peo- 
ple with different titles or Christmas greeting would be cases 
in point. ^** s ^~ 

At birthdays the conventional ways of congratulations are: 
Happy birthday

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mental frequency patterns of polysyllab c words with failing 
accents involve a high frequency on the stressed syllable, fo- 
llowed by a posttonic syllable with relatively low frequency. 
In words with rising accents, the syllable following the stres- 
sed syllable has either the same or even a slightly higher fun- 
damental frequency, 1 ' (p. 195). If we assume, in agreement 
with Chomsky and Halle (1968), that the primary stress shift 
besides other factors (see above), plays a major role in the 
perceptual discrimination of pairs such as 'green-house' and 
'green house 1 (contrast in primary stress), then Lehiste's des- 
cription could adequately apply to these minimal pairs, and 
at the same time invalidates Hoard's conclusion. But the lat- 
ter author shows that his measurements of durations of con- 
sonants adjacent to juncture present systematic differences 
(see tabte(3)n the appendix), a fact noticed by Lehiste(l960l964) 

A final incoherent conclusion in Hoard's study is that he 
rejects the assumption which relates juncture to "any kind 
of structural unit in English," (p. 104). It seems that this rej- 
ection is not maintained on page 106 of his study when he st- 
ates that "from a generative viewpoint, the postulated pro- 
perties of S would seem to tit nicely into the phonological co- 
mponent of a generative grammar in a natural way", ignoring 
the phrase 'fit nicely', one can interpret the above assump- 
ption in this way: juncture is a phonologically manifested ph- 
enomenon which is determined by the structural system of 
that particular language. 

With all the significant findings of the above investiga- 
tions and the occasional confusion and disagreement descri- 
bed above, one can conclude that 'juncture' is a phonologica- 
lly manifested boundary which cannot be determined without 
considering implied/ the syntactic interaction and the symantic 
interpretation of the phonological units which exist hie- 
rarichicallybesidetheprosodic features in the structureofiane 
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able unit, S, consists of one or more phonemes, (2) each S con- 
sists of an obligatory nucleus (vowel(s)) and optional margins 
(consonants), (3) any final phoneme in S is short in duration, 
and (4) the initial phoneme of a left margin in S is long in dur- 
a ion (see p. 103). Th last two properties of Hoard's 'syllab- 
le unit' seem to be a slignt modification of Lehiste (I960) who 
dicussed them in great detail, and have been briefly descri- 
bed in this paper (p. S3). 

Hoard used in his study 4 speakers and 18 listeners. Most 
of the minimal pairs of his study appeared before in Lehiste's 
with one exception, namely, these'aspired phrases' were em- 
bedued in a short story where, according to Hoard, the 'nat- 
uralness of expression' in connected speech was approached. 
The contrast of the paired items was made by the listener re- 
sponse. As h3s been noticed in Lehiste's study above, Hoard 
found similar consistancy between the listener's response and 
the 'informant intention', (see table 2 in the appendix). For 
almost all of the items agreement between listener response 
and 'informant intention' was 16 to 18 or between. Thus, 
according to this perceptual result, Hoard concludes that 
"juncture is maintained in connected speech", (p. iOI), fhe 
measurements of duration of each item of the minimal pairs 
and the direction of the slope of the fundamental frequency 
'contours' were maintainrd by spectrographic data. He con- 
cludes with no justification that "fundamental frequency is 
not an acoustic correlate of juncture. In addition, amplitude 
displays. ..show no correlation of amplitude with juncture", 
(p. 101). This is inconsistant with respect to the spectrogra- 
phic analysis he made (without oscillograms), and to the 'sy- 
llable unit' he claims. This inadequate conclusion may be par- 
tially explained by Lehiste's (1964) study, in particular the 
finding that a number of acoustic features are associated with 
syllable and word boundaries. She found that "the fundam- 
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of language (English in this case). As a matter of fact this says 
no more than that the bounded sequence forms a'higher level 
unit* in the phonological system and this level must be phone- 
tically manifested. Thus, one can conclude that the actual 
phonetic data of an utterance is the primary information about 
the occurrance or nonoccurance of junctures. 

There have been some attempts to fit the phonetic feat- 
ures of jucture into the phonological system (of English), and 
reject any assumptions that consider juncture as a phoneme 
or a 'structural unit*. If we take structural unit' as an essen- 
tial factor determined by syntax as well as phonology and se- 
mantics, then it could be interpreted that the above assump- 
tion discludes that syntactic componant as one of the deter- 
miners of juncture. One of the advocates of this assumpion 
is J.E. Hoard (1966) who states that "juncture as a phoneme, 
or any kind of structural unit in English, is rejected," (p. 104) 
Notice that this also means that Lehiste's interpretation of 
juncture in English in terms of the three kinds of bounded 
sequences mentioned above is rejected. Instead, Hoard assu- 
mes that "junctual phenomena are, rather, differences in the 
grouping of phonemes into syllables and/or the manifestat- 
ion of higher level requirements different from simple syila- 
ble-to-sy liable transitions" (pp. 104-105). Thus he postula- 
tes the following properties for the 'syllable unit': (I) a syll- 

phase (see also Hockett and Hattori above). The first may 
have several phonetic characteristics, all or some of them 
may be present at any one time; the second contains an 
intensity peak, the extent and shape determined the 
intrinsic amplitude of the sounds of the sequence, and 
the degree of the applied stress; and the third phase 
involves drawling. 
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regular; in accordance to this finding, Lehiste rejects the 
theory associating internal open juncture with lengthening 
of the pre-junctural allophone. It was also observed that there 
is a onsiderable difference in duration between initial, medial 
and final allophones of the same phoneme. Aspiration appeared 
to be a very potent clue in discriminating such pairs as 'it spr- 
ays- it's praise', 'keep sticking keeps ticking'. 

As noticed above, in 'a nice man' and ' an iceman', the 
formant positions of vowels are also an important factor in 
determining whether they are initial or medial allophones; 
that is, whether the juncture falls before or after the consonant 
preceding the vow I. "Final vowels are lengthened and decay 
gradually in energy. Although in terms of assimilation, silence 
often acts as a voiceless consonant, in terms of duration it 
acts as a voiced consonant; the final drawl before silence is 
directly comparable to a final drawl before a voiced consonant. 
The term 'drawl' applied to the terminal phase of a bounded 
sequence includes both increase in duration and decrease in 
energy, " (Lehiste, I960, p. 45). A bounded sequeence is defined 
in the above study as an utterance that begins with sound 
features that characterize the beginning of an utterance, 
and ends with sound features that characterize the end of an 
utterance." /a/ may be a complete utterance in 'a nice man', 
characterized by a build up and decay period. The same is 
the case with longer phase that consists of several segmental 
phonemes. The bounded sequences are characterized by cert- 
ain duration and intensity which may be called suprasegmen- 
tal, and since all segmental phonemes occur within bounded 
sequences3, then the latter is a part of the phonological system

cps for A. But, it is noticed that in 'an iceman' the second for- 
mant started at 1300 cps (in isolation) for speaker G, 1500 cps 
for J, and 1500 cps for A; and 1200 cps (in context) for speaker 
G, 1400 cps for J, and 1400 cps for A. It was found that the 
laryngeatized part of the vowei was from 3 to 6 cs long and 
consisted of irregular vocal fold flaps.

Accordingly, the determining factors in deciding whether 
a juncture has occurred could be two: the nature of the segm- 
ental allophones -initial, final- pre-junctural, or post-junctual 
(marginal ailophones), and the overall intensity and durario 
pattern that characterize the larger units between which the 
juncturet forms a boundary, it was found that initial ( post- 
junctual) allophones of almost all phonemes are considerably 
longer in duration than medial or prejunctural allophones. 
Final allophones may be drawled, and thus be longer than pre f r 

junctural allophones. This fact, about duration, was found 
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emic. As for stress they conclude that "rather than attempt 
to salvage the stresses it would seem better to reconsider the 
juncture complex, " (p. 255). 

Major Cues for Juncture : 

Lehiste (I960) presented a detailed description of the 
phonetic manifestations of the internal open juncture based 
on spectrographs ananlysis of certain minimal pairs different- 
iated traditionally by the 'plus juncture'. She used the results 
of a listening test to evaluate the various phenomena to the 
identification of the internal open juncture. The listening test 
consists of 25minimal pairs recorded on a tape by three speakers 
(G, J, A ), then presented, under certain experimental condi- 
tions, to 40 listeners (college students) for identification. The 
25 minimal pairs are listed with the results of the test on table 
(I) of the appendix of this paper. I 

The spectrograph! c analysis of the pair 'a nice rrzr\ sn 
iceman' shows that the duration of n in a* nice man' was 8 
centiseconds for speaker G, 7 cs for J, 9 cs for A; in 'rn icerrsn* 
the duration was 4 cs for G, 5 cs for J, 4 cs for A, in isolation. 
As the two sequences in context, Lehiste fcund that the dur- 
ation of n in 'a nice man' was 6 cs for speaker G, 8 cs for J, and 
9 cs for A; the corresponding durations for 'an iceman' were 
3 cs for G, 4 cs for J, and 4 cs for A (p. 20). Notice that there 
is a consistant difference in duration; it is apparant that the 
initial n in 'nice' is approximately twice as long as the final n 
of 'an' (see figure I) in Lehiste I960). Moreover, the spectrog-

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rtance of intensity, particularly of compound words, should 
be tested In more complicated surroundings. The items tested 
were 'lighthouse-keeper* and Might housekeeper', because 
"spectrograms show, in addition to differences of pitch and 
intensity.a third factor which Is conceivably significant spacing, 
" ( P* 2 ' 6 )- Tne y explain that separation of syllables is not 
the only factor, since In 'hlghllne voltage' and 'high ( contras- 
tlve stress) line voltage', we find no interruptions, yet the 
spacing on the spectrogram Is still there in the form of length- 
ening. Thus, the difference vbetween the gaps in 'lighthouse 
keeper' vs. Might housekeeper', Is no more than attaching 
separation by lengthening. Finally from combining other stu- 
dies with the above assumption, they derived "two contrary 
sets of markings: one in which loudness (- intensity, under the 
condition of the experiment) operates to distinguish the mini- 
mal pair by raising the intensity level of 'house' above that of 
'keep', or of keep* above that of 'house', " (p. 218). In this 
study the stimuli consisted of the words Might', 'house', and 
'keeper' recorded in three different contexts: M (Man) 'He's 
a lighthouse-keeper'; W (Woman) 'She's a Might housekeeper' 
with contrastlve stress on Might' ; and U (Unbiased) Might', 
'house', ' keeper' utterred with wide pauses (not specified) 
between the words. Durations, fundamental frequencies and 
relative intensities were found significantly varied. They concl- 
ude that since the the semantic bond between Might' and 
'house' is closer than between 'house* and 'keeper' in Mlghth- 
ouse keeper*, and since the disjunctures themselves "supply 
a physical separation whose width corresponds inversely to 
the semantic bond, it follows that the disjunctures function 
directly to carry the information, and not indirectly as comp- 
onants of a hypothetical stress', (p. 255). Obviously this conc- 
uslon says nothing new except denying that 'juncture' is phon- 
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feature (does not make semantic difference), and it is not restr- 
icted to morpheme boundary only. According to spectrogra- 
phs analysis, they found that what is known as 'juncture', is 
in fact determined spectrographically by the presence of 
'spacing' which is manifested in two ways: "by wider or narr- 
ower gaps (intervals or relative silence) between syllables, 
and by lengthening and shortening of the syllables themselves, 
(p. 246). Then one could say that it is possible to consider 
'lighthouse keeper* and Mighthousekeeper' as one sequence 
of syllables of this type cvccvccvcvc (v is one vowel or two). 
This means that to determine the difference between the above 
pair will be by the 'spacing* (/ -/ ) which must be between two 
syllables, in this case / -/ separates the second syllable from 
the third syllable for the first sequence, and the first syllable 
from the second for the second sequence. This could be deter- 
mined by the morpheme boundary. In fact this is not the way 
to handle the problem since the classification of bounded sequ- 
ences may not be determined in this way, but there could be 
other factors to be considered in describing the phenomena 
which will be explained later in this paper. Notice that all of 
the studies mentioned in this paper so far, in respect to the 
internal open juncture (or plus juncture) have examined this 
phenomenon in minimal pairs only such zs 'a r.snre' and sn 
aim', 1 scream* and 'ice cream', etc. holding the possibility, 
if not affirming, the presence of ' space' which accounts for 
the difference. 

Bolinger and Gerstman's study (1957) affirms the existence 
of such spacing. The motivation for the study was a research 
partially done by them(but not published)at Hasking Laborat- 
ories which demonstrated that the stress of words is more 
'efficiently ' marked by change of pitch than by change of either 
duration or intensity. They concluded that the relative impo- 
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According to this anal/sis two questions concerning the 
timing of the so called 'pause' may be raised; its length, and 
its distribution . It is a clear fact if this 'pause 1 exists, it will 
not have a certain fixed timing, besides, it is noticed in hurried 
speech this pause disappears. Moreover, if this 'pause* occurs 
on morpheme boundary or the syllable boundary, assimilation 
may not occur across these boundaries, since 'spacing' will 
separate the last segment of the unit and the first segment of 
the following unit. As for distribution, it is noticed that the 
internal open juncture or 'pause' occurs in 'light housekeeper' 
after the morpheme 'light' and before 'house-', that is, 
it occurs on the morpheme boundary, if we submit its existe- 
nce; and that in 'lighthouse keeper' it occurs between 'house' 
and 'keeper' , that is after the compound word 'lighthouse' 
similar to 'ice cream'. The latter is a word boundary not mor- 
pheme boundary. Moreover, if it is a terminal juncture it will 
be on the boundary of a sentence or a phrase. 

An experimental study done by Frieda Goldman-Eisl 
(1961) to determine the length of such 'pause' and its distribu- 
tion. She found that the lengths of individual pauses are distr- 
ibuted differently for different individuals (0.25) to 0.5 seconds) 
and that the distribution of pause she found that the cumulat- 
ive frequency distributuion based on the mean frequencies 
for each of the speech situations measured show considerable 
differences (p 0.001). If we know that this study measured 
pauses in speech generally including 'pause' of juncture, then 
it may be said that since this is the situation 'juncture' does 
not necessaarlly have a 'pause' as the only distinct feature, it V<* 

may be some other prosodic feature say levels of 'stress' which 
involves timing as well. As a matter of fact, Bolinger & Gerst- 
man (1957) assert that this phenomenon is not a phonemic 
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Furthermore, the authors refer to juncture with a psycholo - 
gical identity which enables us to locate the syllable boundaries 
in a natural utterance; thus, the location of " lexical stress" 
can be predictable as a correlate to linguistic competence (pp 
31 1). Borden and Harris (1981) treat jubcture in a semiclassi- 
cal approach when they say that the differences in juncture 
result "from changes in duration combined with other sound 
changes", (p. 130). They also refer to juncture as an important 
basic phenomenon in speech identification and discrimination 
(p. 189). 
Juncture* and the' pause* assumption. 

in language there seem to be regular phonological boun- 
daries for * tone-units' in natural normal speech. The import- 
ant thing here is the pause-like phenomenon which may occur 
at some 'tone-unit' boundary, usually as the result of the change 
in pitch direction, ' range', speed or loudness as one moves 
from one 'tone-unit' to the next. Crystal (1964., pp.205-206) 
assumes that given that each tone- unit will have one peak of 
prominence in the form of a nuclear pitch movement, then it 
is the caue that alter this nuclear tone there will be a tcre 
unit boundary which is indicated by two ' phonetic features' 
at the end of every 'tone-unit*. Notice that this analysis is sim- 
ilar to that of Hockett and Hattori's mentioned earlier, but

is, after a 'kinetic zone' but before the boundary of the unit, 
or 2) within * compound tones', in this case it will be 'rise- 
plus- fall', and 'fall-plus-rise', (see p.206) To illustrate, notice 
the assumed minimal pair 'lighthouse-keeper', and 'light hous- 
ekeeper'. 
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ances used were the minimal pair lighthouse-keeper* and 
'light housekeeper' with contrastive stress. They found that 
the 'disju net u res' (or spacings) supply physical separation whose 
width corresponds inversely to the semantic componant, and 
hence semantic interpretation of the utterance. "It follows 
that the 'disjunctives' function directly to carry the informa- 
tion, and indirectly as componants of a hypothetical stress," 
(p. 255). 

A detailed experimental analysis of juncture by Lehiste 
(I960) attempts to discover whether there are acoustical clues 
to morpheme boundaries in the English phonological system. 
In this paper she asserts that "the juncture phenomena app- 
eared not to be exclusively determined by lexical word boun- 
daries," and that "since... junctures are boundaries between 
bounded Sequences, there is a potential juncture at the lexical 
word boundaries, which may or may not be realized when the 
sequence of words is uttered" (p.47). In her other study, lehi- 
ste (1964) investigates the boundaries between units not lar- 
ger than a Phonological word. She also describes this element 
with reference to speech rythm as a significant factor compo- 
ses partially what she refers to as "suprasegmentals" (1970). 
Hoard's work (1966) investigates the acoustical "exploratory" 
facts about juncture where he examines the relation between 
syllables and junctures in English. Mackay's study (1978) attri- 
butes to this phenomenon timing with reference to word stress 
and sentence stress. Calvert (1980) refers to the existence of 
juncture indirectly when he talks about syllables and their 
boundaries with relation to coarticulation, and defines "syfla- ^ 

ble" as the basic unit of speech rythm composed of "a cluster 
of coarticulated sounds produced on a single speech impulse" 
(p. 164). Daniloff et. al (I980)'s discussion about juncture is a 
remarkable switch towards aerodynamics and acoustic features 
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to narrow the gap by assigning 'juncture! features' to the level 
of supraseg mental phonemes. This inadequacy led Trager to 
modify his viewpoint by a joined effort with Henry Smith in 
1951. They combined the features described as junctural(l94l), 
with the newly developed phenomena of intonation and stress 
at that time. The result was a system of juncture phonemes 
(for English ) was established, comprising three terminal jun- 
ctures (rising, falling, and sustained), and one internal open 
juncture (plus juncture), Hockett (1958) describes in some- 
what great detail the phonetic characteristics of these pheno- 
mena (pp.33 — 61) . 

The real turning point in the study of juncture starts with 
Stetson (1945) who looked for physiological manifestations 
of junctures. He rejected the assumption which treats junctures 
as phonemes. 

Stetson's basic unit of speech is the syllable. This latter 
approach was adopted previously by Einar Haugen (1949) who 
considered juncture as 'morphologically determind displace- 
ment of syllable timing'. But, Shiro Hattori (1950) explains 
the difference between 'nightrate' and 'nitrate' as a difference 
between a sequence of separate phones, t and r of 'night-rate' 
contrasting with a compound phone tr of 'nitrate'. A thoro- 
ugh analysis of a similar approach and the one mentioned by 
Hockett (1942) above, is given combined in Hockett's Manual 
of Phonology, (1955) as well as his work of 1958. According to 
Hockett's new approach, a syllable consists of onset, petit ( 
the most sonorous part of a syllable), and coda. 

One could consider Bolinger and Gertsman's study (1957) 
as the first spectrographic attempt to study 'spacing* (termed 
as disjucture), besides pitch and intensity betffleen syllables. 
The study was done at Haskins Laboratories, and the utter r- 
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sounds. Sweet (1906) considered a phonedtic (or phonologi- 
cal) word as the basic unit of speech and advocated for aboli- 
shing the ordinary word — division in phonetic transcription. 
Twenty five years later, Danial Jones (1931) listed groups of 
words and phrasses differing only in the placement of 'pauses', 
what is now called internal open juncture and written /+ /'. 
Bloomfieid (1933) considered the difference between such 
pairs as 'a name' and 'an aim'as a difference in stress. Two years 
later Trubetzkoy (1935) realized the phonemic implications 
of 'boundary signals', thuse he was the first to recognize of 
what later was called 'junctural' and considered phonemic. 

Trager and Bloch (1941) published the first 'full— scale 
treatment' of junctural phnenomena as a part of the phonemic 
systwm of English They define open juncture as follows: "The 
transition from the pause preceding an isolated utterance to 
the first segmental phoneme, and from the last segmental pho- 
neme to the following pause, we call open juncture. By cont- 
rast, the transition from one segmental phoneme to the next 



within the utterance. . we call close juncture. .Open juncture 
is the totality of phonetic features which characterize the 
segmental and suprasegmental phonemes at the beginning 
and at the end or an isolated utterance, (p. 225) .Notice, that 
this definition could include terminal junctures as well as any 
pause (whatever the timing of duration is) in a connected spee- 
ch. But they make a distinction between external open junc- 
ture and internal open juncture, represented in transcription 
with spaces between symbols for the former, and hyphens for 
the latter. 

It was noticed that the above definintion of 'open junct- 
ure' is too broad and accordingly covers a variety of diverse 
events which created numerous problems led Hockett (1942) 
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distinction. Heffner states two examples with quite different 
international patterns, 'Oh, he's an ice man', and 'Oh, he's 
nice man 1 ; where the sequence of 'ice man', tends to have the 
pattern of compounds 'ike 'ice cream', whereas ' nice man' 
has a contrast pattern of intonation; besides, 'man' in 'ice man' 
may not be stressed, but could be stressed in 'nice man'. "This 
ail means, " explains Heffner, "jhat the same pattern of artic- 
ulator/ movements may serve as two different signals which 
are distinct not because of any interruption of the flow of these 
movements, but because of differences in the incidence of 
stress or differences in the musical pattern of fntcr.atiuii, 
(p. 202). 

Obviously, this suggests that the manifestation of such a 
fact does not allow the study of 'juncture' without considering 
the main three componants of grammar, namely, syntax, sem- 
antics, and phonology. This does not mean to keep aside the 
prosodic features; on the contrary, any investigations of this 
kind must include the detailed analysis of the prosodic system 
of that language which play a role in determining such pheno- 
menon.

This paper attempts to present a general framework of 
'Juncture' mostly based on acoustic analysis. Here 'juncture' 
is defined as a phonologicaiiy manifested boundary determined 
by syntactic and semantic contexts. The argument will be 
based on the findings of certain acoustic studies and on perso- 
nal judgements on the degree of generalization of conclusions 
drawn from such studies. 

Some Historical Remarks 

Quite early phoneticians observed that there is no one 
to — one correspondance between spaces of a sequence of

Introduction : 

Current descriptions of language, English in particular, 
contain references to a phenomenon known as 'juncture'. This 
phenomenon has traditionally been studied as 'pause', which 
is included under the general heading of the 'prosodic features 
though theoretically its exact status and natural relationship 
to other prosodic features are still not clearly specified. Howe- 
ver, it seems that there is a general agreement that 'jubcture' 
exists and it is a part of language 

It may be noticed that the phonetic manifestations of this 
phenomenon are described in similar terms; whereas there 
is a considerable lack of uniformity in the phonemic interpret- 
ations of its observed phonetic features. For instance, it is 
apparent that the movement patterns of the phrasal units, 
'an ice man' and 'a nice man', are not identical. The difference 
may precisely be anticipated as the lack of continuity of move- 
ment after the article 'an'or'a'and the onset of the first sounds 
of 'ice' and 'nice' , which normally is different if they are uttered 
in isolation or as initial segments. Heffner (1965, p. 201) com- 
ments on such explanation stating that "this implies that the 
tempo of utterance of these words when they are phonetically 
discrete forms Is approximately the tempo of lexical pronun- -J cv 

elation." Such a thing rarely happens in connected speech, 
in fact only when the level of presupposition requires such a 
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Prom the Arabian tales he learned how to connect a number 
of tales by means of a framework-story. He introduced an 
** Arabian narrator" to enable him to leave out anything that 
is not essential to the plot . Like Scheherazade, he interrupted 
his story whenever he found it necessary to condense, summ- 
arize, or abruptly and a narrative. Haroun al-Rashid reappeared 
as Prince Florizel or Prince Otto in a European setting. This 
'* Prince in disguise" helped to loosely conn ct a number of 
tales. There was no need to fully develop the character of this 
prince or any of the minor characters or to plunge into lengthy 
descriptions. " What happens next" is of primary importance . 
Everything that is not essential to the plot is left out . In the 
shortest possible time, Stevenson establishes the place, expl- 
ains how the Prince happens to be where he is, and moves on 
to the main story. In a number of tales Stevenson built an 
entire plot around an incident from the Arabicn Nights . Even 
supernatural material, like the imp bottle or the flying carpet, 
are used as the basis for rapid narratives which are full cf 
action and adventure. 

Since Stevenson considered himself a "doctor of the mind" 
and his fiction "opium" he felt that any philosophical, moral, 
or intellectual interest must be kept out of his stories. The 
Arabian Nights had appealed to him for the lack of those very 
concerns. This attitude, undoubtely, must be characterized 
as escapism.At the same time it seems unjust to apply the ne- 
gative connotations of the term to narrators iiks Scheherazade 
or Stevenson who, faced with imminent death and suffering 
mentally and physically, choose not to moralize, philosophize 
or theorize, but prefer to tell entertaining stories which mig- ^ «- 

ht, almost inadvertently,"show us the web of experience." (37)

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In this and in similar tales Stevenson is not interested in adding 
an exotic touch to his own fiction. He describes ordinary people 
moving in a setting that he himself is familiar with. The Arabian 
Nights furnihed him with a technique of story-telling, a techn- 
ique that enabled him to build an interesting, suspensefui, 
fast-moving story around an incident which gives direction 
and a pattern to the entire plot. This technique is most suitable 
for the kind of short narratives that Stevenson excelled in. He 
used it again, for example, in the third tale in Island Nights' 
Entertainments, "The Isle of Voices"; there are a flying carpet 
and shells that are transformed into bright new pieces of gold, 

although Stevenson conveniently substituted new dollars for 

the gold. 

The role of the Arabian Nights as an escape was of the utm- 
ost importance for Stevenson. To him, they were a sedative 



and an escape from sickness into a world of adventure. He 
"took them like opium" 32 to ease mental and physical pain 
because they offered "incident, interest, action" 33 and obeyed 
" the ideal laws of the day-dream." 34 As a reader, Stevenson 
sought and found enjoyment and refuge in the Arabian Nights, 
and, as an author, he wrote romantic fiction endeavoring to 
become a " doctor of the mind" for others . 35 In order to 
achieve this purpose he depended upon incident rather than 
character or reflection since he believed that it was action 
that " woos us out of ourselves." 36 in his romances he strove 
to realize these theoretical commitments. The Arabian Nights, 
as he indicated in several titles, served as a model for his craft.

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table for the English language. He parodied it in the narrative 
"The Dynamiter" : 

The Arabian author of the original has here a long pass- 
age conceived in a style too oriental for the English 
reader. We subjoin a specimen, and it seams doubtful 
whether it should be printed as prose or verse: "Any 
writardjwho writes dynamitard shall find in me a never 
resting fightard; 41 and he goes on ( if we correctly gat- 
her his meaning)to object to such elegant and obviously 
correct spelling as lamp-lightard, corn-dealard, appls 
filchard (clearly justified by the paraliei-pilchaerd) and 
opera dancard." Dynamitist," he adds, "I could unders- 
tand." 31 

Aside from these various devices which show Stevenson's

discriminats use of his model, he adopted numerous 



incidents from the Arabian Nights as a basis for his own 
tales This is particularly conspicuous when he introduces, 
quite seriously, magical incidents from the Arabian tales. In 
" The Bottle Imp the second tate in island Nights' Entertain- 
ments, for instance Stevenson used the well-Known incident 
of a supernatural being trapped in a bottle. The owner of the 
bottle has ail his wishes fulfilled, but he is, at the same time, 
exposed to great dangers, in Stevenson's tale he risks no less 
than the flames of hell. Around this Arabian Nights incident 
Stevenson built his story. What will happen if a wife, who 
loves her husband, finds out the dangers he is risking 
for her sake? In the story she succeeds in acquiring the bottle 
herself in order to save him. When the husband discovers this, 
he prefers to face hell himself, and thus the story moves on. <y>$

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The Prince in disguise appears for the third time in Prince Otto 
(1885). Like the Caliph Haroun al-Rashid,in one of Scheherai- 
ads's tales,29 he impersonates a rogue. In the second chapter 
the influence of the Arnbian Nights is already indicated in the 
title:" In Which the Prince Plays Haroun al-Raschid."30 The 
plot of the story follows a pattern which is quite common in 
the Arabian Nights. Prince Otto is travelling incognito. Late 
in the evening he stops at a house and.without revealing his 
true identity, asks for hospitality which is granted with the 
words " It is God who sends the guest. " He encourages 
his hosts, an old man, his daughtarand a youth, to talk about 
Prince Otto.ln the course of the conversation he learns that 
they consider him a man devoid of piety and honesty whose 
sole occupations are hunting.dressing and acting in plays.The 
next morning he has an opportunity to show his generosity 
when his true identity is discovered by the daughter. The 
Prince not only forgives the abusive gossip of his hosts, he 
also keeps his true name hidden from all but the girl, makes 
it possible for the old man toramain in charge of his house, 
and succeeds in giving comfort to all the members of the hous- 
ehold. As in the Arabian Nfghts,the suspense of the straightf- 
orward.short tale is based upon a simple incident, the prince 
in diseuise visits his subjects.and types rather than fully devel- 
oped characters.as the beautiful young girl, the grudging old 
man and the noble, suparior prince. 

As other writers have noticed before him, Stevenson 
realized that the rhymed prose of the Arabian Nights is unsui

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pous attire and grand posture, he administered justice to the 
other members of the club. 

"Foolish and wicked men," said he, "as many of you as have 
bean driven into this strait by the lack of fortune shall receive 
employment and remuneration from my officers. Those 
who suffer under a sense of guitt must hava recourse to 
a higher and more generous Potentate than I. I feel picy 
for all of you, deeper than you can imagine; to-morrow 
You shall tell me your stories; and as you answer more 
frankly, I shall be the more able to remedy your misfo- 
rtunes. 

Though this is in a true Arabian Nights manner, Where 
the Caliph would have listened to the stories of the club mem 
bers and issued judgemant, Stevenson's tale moves to a new 
character in a Paris hotel.There are many instances of such 
a nature, coinciding with the Arabian romance at times and 
transforming their intrigue to the realistic background of the 



oeriod at others.

Prince Florizel reappears in More New Arabian Nights. 
"The real link between theNew Arabian Nights and its sequel 
in the august personality of Prince Florizel, in whom Stevenson 
united the techniques travesty and melodrama, only to subvert 
these into a satire of the Prince of Wales.which, strangely 
enough, hardly seemed exaggerated. "28 The virtues and vices 
of the notorious prince, later to become Edward VII of England 
fitted realistically into the pattern of his fictitious prototype.

The narrativas are also held thinly together by the chara- 
cter of PrinceFiorize'l.The Prince's adventures under disguise 
present him asanEnglish Haroun al Raschid in a London sett- 
ing.Prince Florizal is Edward, Prince of Wales (1814-1910), 
whose'Mrresponsible behaviour while serving with an army 
unit in lreland(June-September 1861) caused his mother to 
hold him partly responsible for the death of his father,. " 24 
In Stevenson's romances he imitated Haroun al-Rashid by 
roaming about in disguise, by asking people to narrate stories, 
and by rewarding them. When he put on his disguise, it was 
not the disguise of an Arabian fisherman, but of a Victorian 
gentleman out of a melodrama :>;♦♦' 

The Prince had, as usual, travestied his appearance by 

the addition of false whiskers and a pair of large adhesive 

eyebrows. These lent him a shaggy and weather-beaten 

air, which, for onfcoU)& urbanity formed the most 

impenetrable disguise. Thus equipped, the commander 

and his satellite sipped their brandy and soda in security 

He changed the fortunes of his subjects," not by making them 

Viziers nor by giving them enormous sums of gold, but by 

interfering with their morals and preaching about right and 

wrong/76 In one of his adventures.for instance, he joined the 

Suicide Ciub.This was one of his wildest and most dangerous 

follies.

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nee, that sublime person, having now served his turn, may go, 
along with the Arabian Author, topsy-turvey into space" (21). 
Then Stevenson himself supplies the information. Through the 
"Arabian Author" Stevenson summarizes what comes next 
and comments on the story. This technique enables him to 
achieve a rapid narrative concentrating on incident and plot 
rather than character, description and reflection. 

In "The Dynamiter" Stevenson uses the same device. The 
story opens with a Prologue in which London, "the city of 
encounters" is called "the Bagdad of the west" (22). Three 
gentlemen meet in the Cigar Divan. Since their incomes from 
their professions is not enough to support them, they decide 
to work as detectives. They read of a reward of two hunderd 
pounds for any information about the identity and where- 
abouts of a certain person. Before they discuss the idea of bec- 
oming policemen, Stevenson, in a footnote, comments on 
digression: I ( mlm 1 

Hereupon the Arabian author enters on one of his 
digressions. Fearing, apparently, that the somewhat 
esccentric views of Mr Somerset should throw discr- 
edit on a part of truth, he calls upon the English peo- 
ple to remember with more gratitude the services 
of the police; to what unobserved and solitary acts 
of heroism they are called ; against what odds of num- 
bers and arms, and for how small a reward, either in 
fame or money ; matter, It has appeared to the tran- 
slators, too serious for this place. (23) 
Thus, Stevenson adopted the technique of the frame-story

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points. "The Rajah's Diamond", for instance, consists of four 
parts: "Story of the Bandbox", "Story of the Young Man in 
Holy Orders", "Story of the House with the Green Blinds", 
and "Adventure of Prince Florizel and the Detective". At the 
end of each part Stevenson concludes the narration at an int- 
eresting point with a statement like the following at tfce end 
of the first story: 

Here (says my Arabian author) ended this deplorable 
business of the bandbox. But to the unfortunate Sec- 
retary the whole affair was the beginning of a new and 
manlier life. The police were easily persuaded by his 
innocence: and, after he had given what help he could 
in the subsequent investigations, he was even comp- 
limented by one of the chiefs of the detective

The second part ends with the following words: "(At 
this point, contrary to all the canons of his art* our Arabian 
Author breaks off the Story of the Young Man in Holy Orders, 
i regret and condemn such practices; but I must follow my 
original, and refer the reader for the conclusion ... to the next 
number of the cycle),, (19). Stevenson repeats the same device 
after the third part: "That last link in the chain is known among 
the inhabitants of Bagdad by the name g# the Adventure of 
Prince Florizel and the Detective" (20). At the end of the last 
cycle, Stevenson has no use for the Arabian author: "The Pri-

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The titles of two more books, More New Arabian Nights (1885) 
and Island Nights' Entertainments (1891), imply an acknowled- 
gement of his indebtedness to the Arabain Nights' Entertainm- 
ents . The words "new" and "Island" in the titles indicate that 
it was not the oriental setting of the original that Stevenson 
wanted to imitate. Because of this lack of Arabic local colour 
some scholars have been misled to underestimate the influe- 
nce of the Arabian Nights on these books. W.F. Kirby, in his 
article " Contributions to the Bibliography of the Thousand 
and One Nights, and Their Imitations", classified Stevenson's 
New Arabian Nights as "fantastic tales with nothing Oriental 
about them but the name" (15). Sir Richard Burton said of 
these : "The only visible connection with the Nights is in the 
habit of seeking adventures under a disguise. The method is 
to make the main idea possible and the details extravagant"(!6). 

Stevenson simply substituted London or Samoa, which 
he knew, for Baghdad and Damascus, which he did not know. 
Thus, he began with what was closest to him: the adventures 
he had, the places he knew, and the books he had read. Imit- 
ating the bare narrative thread of Scheherazade's tales and 
"adapting al-Rashid's adventures to a late nineteenth century 
setting, Stevenson wrote his Arabian tales not only to capit- 
alize on the popularity of the original, but also to imitate a 
creative outlet for his own personal sentiments and feelings" 
(17). 

Like their model, the New Arabian Nights are stories inc- 
luded one inside the other, with breaks made at interesting

He likes 'scenes.' He can perceive no reason why it 
should be 'thought very clever to write a novel with 
no story at all, or at least with a very dull one, 'why 
we should' look somewhat down on incident, and reserve our 
admiration for the clink of teaspoons and the accents 
of the curate; The fundamental problem in art is to 
produce illusion, and this need is served better by 
incident than by character; it is action that 'woos us 
out of ourselves" (12). 

The most influential books, and the truest in their infl- 
uence, Stevenson says elsewhere, are books of fiction. "They 
do not pin the reader to a dogma, which he must afterwards 
discern to be inexact; they do not teach him a lesson, which 
he must afterwards unlearn. They repeat, they rearrange, they 
clarify lessons of life; they disengage us from ourselves, they 
constrain us to the acquaintance of others; and they show us 
the web of experience" (13). This is the core of Scheherazade's 
tales and the substance of Stevenson's novels and short stories. 

Stevenson's first published works of fiction, which had 
gone unnoticed when they appeared earlier, were gathered 
together in 1882 as the New Arabian Nights. "In Stevenson's 
case-an invalid with romantic dreams of freedom-it is espec- 
ially appropriate that he should have used such a title, since 
the original tales of Scheherazade are related by the narrator 
as a means of postponing the continuing threat of death" (14).

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As to the impact which the Arabian Nrghts had on Stevenson 
he knew well "that while all fiction influences the impreesio- 
nable mind, such fiction as the Arabian Nights Entertainments 

must be a veritable 'Open Sesame' to the cave where all the 
intriguing imaginings and wild longings of childhood are sto- 
red" (7 He saw the book)." not in the light of its power to 
provide en|oyment, but in the reflex of its success in bringing 
about a healthy reaction in the reader" (8). He looked upon 
its tales "as brilliant species cf romantic fiction to be enjoyed 
and responded to imaginatively" (9). In other words, the Ara- 
bian tales shaped Stevenson's views of fiction. He believed 
that "not only was it impossible for fiction to represent life, 
as the realists maintained it should, but that the primary pur- 
pose of fiction in any case was to delight the reader by helping 
him escape from the narrow world of actual reality into the 
larger world of imaginative reality" (10). In his literary essays 
of the eighties, Stevenson again and again emphasized the theme 
that the true mark of literature "is to satisfy the nameless lon- 
gings of the reader, and to obey the ideal laws cf the day-dr- 

Stevenson's close reading of the Arabian Nights influenced 
his gospel of romanticism which involves a love of color and 
adventure.

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Walter Scott; it is stories we want, not the high poetic 
function which represents the world; we are then like 
the Asiatic with his improvisatore or the middle— age 
with his trouvere. We want incident, interest .action; 
to the devil with your philosophy. 

Stevenson was ten when he read the Arabian Nights, for 
he mentions that it was in his grandfather's time, and recalls 
one home-coming "on the night when I brought back with me 
the Arabian Entertainments in the fat, oid, double-columned 
volume with prints. I was just weli into the story of the Hun- 
chback, I remember, when my clergy-grandfather (a man we 
counted pretty stiff) came in behind me. I grew blind with 
terror. But instead of ordering the book away, he said he envied 
me. Ah, well he might!" (4) To Stevenson, the Arabian Nights 
is the one book that is more generally loved than Shakespeare, 
"that captivates in childhood, and still delights in age-where 
you shall look in vain for moral or for intellectual interest.. 
Adventure, on the most naked terms, furnishes forth the ent- 
ertainment and is found enough" (5). if the tales, in Stevenson's 
childhood, formed a part of a land of make-believe into which 
he regularly retreated, they were also dear to his heart at the 
age of thirty-three. In a letter to Sidney Colvin he wrote: "My 
house is the loveliest spot in the universe; the moonlight nig- 
hts we have are incredible; love, poetry and music, and the 
Arabian Nights, inhabit just my corner of the world-nest there 
like mavises' 6).

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THE INFLUENCE OP THE ARABIAN NIGHTS 

ON 

ROPERT LOUIS STEVENSON

Like so many other writers of his time, Robert Louis Ste- 
venson turned to the Arabian Nights at an early age. An oniy 
child, frail, delicate, and sickly from birth, he grew up in an 
appalling moral atmosphere ,and was threatened constantly 
with death- a state which gave the mentally active and ener- 
getic boy many hours of pain and confinement. But being an 
imaginative child .separated by III- health from reguler comp- 
anions, rarely venturing outside his home, Stevenson was nat- 
urally delighted with the romantic and gripping adventures 
recounted by his father, his mother, and his nurse. Scheher- 
azede's tales "provided stirring advenrurss in which he could 
merge his being and thrills and actions in which he could 
live vicariously.2

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has been taken in examining the effects on children of war 
since the ealy study of Freud and Burlingham (1942), among 
other psychiatric's work . 

As part of several attempts made by the Author, to exa- 
mine war socialisation two methods were adopted here to 
acheive this purpose. Though the two methods designed to 
measure war consciousness in children were first, written 
essays by children entitled "My country", the second test req- 
uested children to draw any familiar object they like to chose 
without a model. Asample of (1902) male and female subjects 
aged 9, 12 and 15 years old from Baghdad participated in wr- 
iting the essay, while a total of (402) school children were as- 
ked to draw a picture. These latter subjects aged 9 and 12 years 
old were divided equally between both sexes . 

Content analysis of the children's essay and drawing was 
undertaken and the results of the essay test were compared 
with those obtained from a similiar group of children before 
the outbreak of hostilities^ 



Comparing pre- and during— war essay content analysis 
revealed no marked increase in reference to politics, national

identity or loyalty but increase in reference to violence, rel- 
igion and history.

the ideological basis of the war was noticeasle .

Further, this result was replicated even at the youngest 
(9 years old level). Below are a number of essays which demo- 
nstrate the several values and attitudes advocated during the 
war period coupled with these otheres whivh remained unc- 
hanged. 

"The war started when we asked Khomeini and his sur- 
rounding Mullas to guarantee our rights in Shatel — Al— Arab 
but their enmity since then increased towards Iraq. Iraq alt- 
ernatively turned to a more peaceful way by sending several 
memos to Iran to give us our rights in the occupied territory 
Their reply was then heavy artillery and bombardemnt of 
peaceful Iraqi towns. Therefore the leadership in Iraq gave 
the order to the Iraqi armed forces to advance to the Eastern 
flank of the Arab homeland and secure our rights. So the Iraqi 
army and the popular army have achieved he best victory 
over the aggressive Persian army," ^

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jhe 12 year and 15 — year old children also mentioned those 

countries which have taken Iran's side rather than Iraq during 
the war, particularly, Syria and Libya. These countries were 
vigorously condemned by children and especially their leaders 
who the children thought had betrayed and decevied their 
Arab brothers of Iraq. 

The law and order category was also swollen by the inc- 
lusion of many war references belonging to this category. The 
variations are shown in Table 2, category four.What is of int- 
erest here is that children during the war apparently became 
mor law biding and produced essays which included signifi- 
cantly more law and order references, including such things 
as civil defence duties, joining the popular army, obeying the 
restrictions of air raid siren sound , the rule of shelter etc. 
like wise, many essays contained these specific themes, which 
also included in this same category— we are fighting for the 
cause of justice against an agressive enemy; we want our leg- 
itimate right and to regain our usurped land and water; Iraq 
has no thirst of war but it merely wants to have its rights rec- 
ognized by the persian rulers. In addition, as can be seen from 
the results (Table2), there was agreat increase in references 
involving history among the war group. The high level of his- 
torical references included in the war time essays were mainly 
due to similar reasons to those already mentioned in conne- 
ction with he religious references to these may be added oth- 
ers including the historical name which the Iraqi leadership 
gave to the war. That is the battle of Qadissiyah (referred to 
very often by children) an ancient battle between the Arabs 
and the persians. Thus the main sources which inspired chi- 
ldren's visions was historical background, secondly, many 
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country to win the war and continue with other national dev- 
elopments. Indeed, many children wished temselves they had 
been recruited in the army while several others expressed the 
idea that it is glorious and aprivilege to die for the cause of 
the nation, this latter value was expressed with strong con- 
victions particularly when many children quoted several kor- 
aanic verses which symbolize victims of the war, or the sol- 
diers who hive baen killed in the war, as brave martyrs. The 
term mirtyr (here and for Arabic culture) means a person 
who continues to live despite his condition of feath. A few 
examples of such religious value mentioned by children which 
may be considered as unique features of loyalty,sacrifice etc. 
among Arab Middle Eastern children include sentiments such 
as "You should not consider that those who have died or ki- 
lled for the cause of God, are dead, they are rather alive rec- 
eiving God's victuals in another world belonging to God", 
Holy koraan". The actual koraanic verse in Arabic is 

Of course, these religious views were announced daily by the 
media right from the first day of the war it usually either beg- 
an or ended the war communique. Hence, those children (pa- 
rticularly the young subjects who could mention only a few 
words of these verses) must have become very familiar with 
such religious themes and therefore were able to quote them 
freely. Further, there was also a large amount of religious 
content in the children's essays particularly when many ass- 
erted that The Iranian rulers claim of commitment to Islam 
proved to be False because they have continued the war during 
the three holy Islamic months ( i.e, Rammadan; Thoo A!-Hij 
Thoo Al-Quoaad ), despite pur ceasefire and peace propos- VSt> 

ais to stop the war in these months". 
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We should also mention that identity symbols were not- 
iceable feature of the children's drawings. That is, children 
distinguished between the tanks, jets etc. of both side by 
painting or writing either the country flag or ether national 
identity symbols on the top of the object ( se the children's 
drawing attached in the appendix). 

Of course preoccupation with war events was inevitable 
and these were duly reported frequently in most of the essay 
regardless of the child's sex or age levels, This includes most 
of the army operations being carried out at that time such 
as, the Carron river operation; the battle of Khafajyia; Moh- 
ammorah; Zain AI~Qaws; Saif-Saad with many other battle 
fronts known to those indviduals who are familiar with that 
region or who followed the progress of the gulf war. Indeed, 
much of the information obtained reveald that children had 
a very real idea of the orgin of the war as they put it - to reg- 
ain the right and full sovereignty over our usurped land and. . 
water in Shatel-al-Arab. Also mentioned frequently was the 
actual enemy with whom Iraq was fighting, Iran, its leader 
Khomeini coupled with the names of other powerful Iranian 
clergymen (the Mulias) who have ruling power in the coun- 
try as well as the Iranian president. This plus the children's 
image of daily air raids carried out by both sides ar.d details 
of the wreckage of enemy aircraft, the captured Iranian equ- 
ipments or weaponry all received prominence.Pride and grat- 
itude were consistantly expressed by children who admired 
the Arm's performance in the battle field. Moreover, num- 
bers of children were very proud even to have arelative 'bro- 
ther; uncle etc, in the armed forces. In this respect, referen- 
ce also was made to the importance that every available per- 
son, men, women and children do their share and help the 
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that children* regardless of their age were apparently pre- 
ocupied with the war with Iran, with proportions ©f(73.33% 
for 9 year olds and (76.8l%)for the 12 year olds respectively 
making war references in their drawings. The children's dra- 
wings presented In the Appendix provide specific evidence 
on the kind of knowledge engendered as a result of the pres- 
ent conflict between Iraq and Iran. 
Discussion 

Contrary to what have been anticipated, Table 2 of the 
Results section showed no great increase as a result of war in 
the identity and political references nor in those relating to 
home land or loyalty categories, abviously, most of such pol- 
itical and identity commitments and /or national loyalty had 
been formed before the war even began. That Is via the vari- 
ous and active agencies (formal and informal) of political soci- 
alisation. Such as, schools, public rallies and the youth organ- 
ization with Its summer camps and works compaign in which 
most school children participate during the long summer ho- 
idays. Furthermore, the children of Iraq had already some 
ideas about war, enemies etc, as a result of the Israeli occup- 
ation of Palesting and this may have served an important fac- 
tor in determining political interest, national identity and 
patriotic attitudes among both samples studied, indeed, this 
result further confirmed the suggestion of cultural reinforce- 
ment of national identity and political attitude as well as nat- 
ional allegiance reported earlier by Cairns and Hosin (1982). 
On this basis however, It appears to suggest that middle east- 
ern culture rather than the war have provided the stimulus 
necessary to account for the interest and national feelings am- 
ong the children tested during both time periods. 
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is the number of children making mention of loyalty to their 
country was already exceedingly high before the war and the- 
refore it would have been unlikely that statistically significant 
increases could have occurred in this category. 

Experiment 2 

Subjects and Procedure 

For space reasons details of this study will be limited, and 
the discussion section will be also combined for both Exper- 
iments I and 2.The study's main object is to focus on war ref- 
erences among children using free drawing tests. The data 
for this study were qathered during the war pertlod between 
Iraq and Iran for further study of children's ideas about war. 
The data were collected on the basis of free drawing tests, 
completed by 402 subjects age 9 (195 boys and girls) and 12 
year olds (207 boys and girts). In this task, the experimental 
subjects were required to draw any familiar object they liked 
with or without colour. No time limit was set to finish the 
picture. The test was conducted in the classroom by the Art 
teacher of each school visited^^jj^}. 

All the drawings were scored on the basis of the prese- 
nce or absence of Violence / War reference (see category 3, 
Appendix A) by two independent Judges. That is only refer- 
ences which conveyed war information were scored. The in- 
ter-Judge reliability was better than 95% agreement. 
Results 

While, the instruction simply asked the subjects to draw 
any picture they liked, the responses of both age levels sho- 
wed almost identical views of the war with those earlier rep- 
orted using the essay technique, see Table 2, Category Three: 
Indeed, one of the most remarkable results of this study was 
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only developmental differences are apparent which indicate 
that more children at the twelve year old level mentioned 
the law and order category than did children at the nine year 
old or the fifteen year old level. Perhaps surprisingly the on- 
set of war made no difference to the number of children who 
mentioned their homeland. Difference however did appear 
in the number of children mentioning the history of theircou- 
ntry.These data are displayed in the Table 2 and reveal that 
at every age level more children mentioned the history of 
their country during the war than did before the war.Further 
developmental differences are apparent at both the before and 
during war stages indicating that the oldest chlldren(that is 
the fifteen year old children)tend to mention historical fac- 
tors more often than did the twelve year old or nine year 
old children

The category measuring the number of children making 
reference to material of a religious nature is the only one to 
suggest that the onset of war not only led to an Increase at 
every age level but also to a dlsapearance of developmental 
differences which had hithrto existed. That is while before 
the war clear developmental differences existed with older 
children, that is the fifteen year old children, mentioning 
religion much more frequently than the nine or twelve year 
old children, during the war this difference had disappeared 
and no age differences were apparent. Finally, Table2 presents 
the data relating to the loyalty category. Here again one mi- 
ght have expected during war time a marked increase would 
have occurred in the number ofchfldren making reference to 
their loyalty to their country. However, no such fifferences 
occurred at any age level. Unfortunately, it must be pointed 
out that this result may be simply due to ceiling effects, that

gory, where again no statistically significant differences obt- 
ained between results gathered before war broke out and 
during war. / „» >/ 

Not surprisingly the violence category showed marked 
increases at all three age levels in the essays written during 
the war cbmparecd to those written before the war. Further, 
amon? the essays written during the war on ^developmen- 
tal differences are evident with more children at both the 
twelve and fifteen year old levels using words in the war cat- 
egory than children at nine year old level. Somewhat similar 
results were also obtained with the law and order category 
(see Table 2).A»aln increases due to the onset of war are evi- 
dent at ail the age levels though it has been noted in absolute 
terms that these are much smaller than those recorded for the 
violence category. Again for the data gathered during the war 
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is by no means the first to make use of essay witirng as a me- 
thod of gathering data. In the past, essays have been used to 
examine the many aspects of children 1 * development from 
writing skill to cognitive development to political developme- 
nt(Egan, 1977; O'Brien, 1957s Lawton, 1963; Spell man, 1979 
wolfenstein, 1969; Geber, 1972; Geber and Newman, 1980; 
Newsweek, 1971; McWhirter, 1 98 1 ; Strayer, 1918). 

Results 



Becauaeof lack of sex differences in data gathered before 
and during the war all analyses reported heve were carried 
out on data for boys and girls combined. Further, all tests 
were chi square tests and in order to avoid type one errors 
only results significant at the. ol level or greater are reported. 
The data which indicate the number of children who made 
use of the political category before and during war are pres- 
sented in Table 2. This shows that political references during 
the war remained overall very high and unchanged, the war 
apparently had no effect in the number of children mentioning

Procedure : 

















The procedure employed was identical for all subjects 
whether data were gathered before or during the war. That is 
all children were asked to write essays entitled "My Country 
and this essay was written in a classroom situation under the 
supervision of the children's own class teacher, although the 
teacher was instructed not to provide help of any kind. After 
the essays had been written they were coded into eight cate- 
gories which was already adopted to classify the materials ac- 
cordingly. Of course, how the categories are chosen is impor- 
tant and Budd ct al(!967) have described various guidelines 
which should be borne in mind when carrying out this process 
For example, they and the other workers in the area of Con- 
tent Analysis have stressed on the necessity for the categories 
to emerge from materials understudy rather than to be impo- 
sed by researchers, The eight categories which were chosen 
in this study are presented in Table 2 and further details are 
available in Appendix A.(*)Fortunately, the present research 



(*) For further details of test retest reliablitiy, validity, int- 
erraters (coders) reliabilities as well as intracoders reli- 
ablities (indviduai consistency overtime) seeHosin, 1983 
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was completed. It was based on war themes in children's 
storie.s using TAT pictures which required a written story 
on each picture presented in the protocol. Results of this 
study showed a significant decrease in children's responses 
about war events during peace time. Boys reported more 
references to war Incidents than girls "in both periods"war 
and Peace", stories with 'happy endings, were noticed during 
peace time rather than during war times. 

In a similar vein the main aim of the present study is to 
make use of a unique opportunity to study the impact of war 
on political socialisation, tn connection with Iraqi children 
before and during the Gulf War which currently exists in 
that region since September 4 th, 1980 . 

By chance, the first set of data in this study were gathe- 
red before the war started in 1979 ( because this study is 
a part of ongoing cross- cultural research on political cons- 
ciousness in childern in Ireland and the Middle East, Hcsln 
and Cairns I980a,b,1982; Cairns and Hosin 1982). The pres- 
ent study reports a follow— up during which further data 
were gathered during war time thus enabling 'before* and 
'during' war comparisons to be made. 

METHOD 
Experiment f 

Subgect: 

A total of (I902)subjects aged 9, 12, and 15 years old par- 
ticipated in this study. The sample included 662 children and 
adolescents seen before the war and 1240 respondents seen 
during the war time, subjects were almost equally divided 
by sex. Table I shows the distribution of the sample by age 
and by time period. 
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This approach has been followed by Alwik (1968) who 
studied the concept of "war" and peace among Norwegian 
children by asking them to draw two pictures representing 
""peace" and "war". Children's age levels were 8, and 12 
years old. 

Alwik (1968) came to similar conclusions as those repo- 
rted earlier by Cooper (1965), that age was a factor in helping 
children to grasp and understand both concepts of war and 
peace. Children associated with war, the concrete and conv- 
entional aspects of fighting, killing, dying etc. Peace defini- 
tions were again reported as a state of respitr and inactivity, 
feelings of joy and happiness'. 

The work of Bender and Frosch (1942) is another study 
based on "questionnaires, childcrn's arts abd composition" 
to demonstrate that war has exerted some infkcr.ee en the 
play and fantasy life of children but not necessarily in anxiety 
producing fashion. Their results showed that childcrn aged 

7 13 saw the war as death and killing. So, it is bad because 

people get killed and God dose not like it. Older children's 
understanding of war was coloured with rather more lo?ical 
reasoning, including deprivation from many cssent ials such 
a; freedom and democracy. Most of such knowledge reported 
had been re-enforced by the media, "radio, TV and newspa- 
pers". The newspapers as a source of information were 
mainly used by the family and transferred through them to 
children. 

Rautman and Browcrs' (1951) study is the most invalu- 
able piece research found In the literature. It is a longitudi- 
nal comparison which developed from two studies conducted 
over a six year period. The first study was durirg the vur 
and the second attempt was six years after the first study 
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war and so on. Cooper's (1965) findings may be described in 
the foil wing ways; 

I . Young subjects identified "war" primarily with its conc- 
rete aspect, guns, fighting, aeroplanes, ships, with less 
extent with participation of war soldiers and countries. 
But as the child grows older, th se were displaced in 
favour of recognition of the consequence and action 
of war. 

2. As they approach maturity, their image of war appears 
to lead to a negative view of aggression. 

3. An 8 year old could find no justification for war, while 
the older II or 16, justified the war to punish the aggr- 
essor in order to demonstrate to him his immorality. 
Older subjects also may justify the war as either to 

human nature or evil motivation. 

4. Peace on the other hand scarcely meant international 
cooperation by young subjects. In fact, reasonable defin- 
itions of "peace" had rapid Increase with age. ft began 
with relaxation, silence, ending hostile activity, or state 
of no fighting, reconciliation from war and avoiding 
war, then to sustaining International goodwill and coop 

eration. 

5. Growing awareness of contemporary and international 
events were seen with older subjects. 

6. Girls made fewer mentions of the concrete aspects of 
war, weapon, fighting etc. 

7. Most of the subjects showed denial to the effect of nucl- 
ear war. In essence, early age was characterised by 
egocentrlclty and concrete reasoning while a later stage 
had more logic and individual opinion. 
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oriented. Indeed, most of this research has been conducted 
in private clinics or in hospitals and therefore most of the 
subjects in these studies have been psychiatric casualties, 
suffering from neurotic symptoms. Moreover, the results of 
these observations have consistently demonstrated that there 
are no long-lasting effects which lead to the develop ment 
of any kind of severe neuroses symptoms or other severe 
psychiatric problems. Indeed, this view has been held since 
the I940's, and has received extensive elaboration from a 
number of investigators including Miller (1940); Harrison 
(1941); Vernon (1941); Freud and Burlingham (1942); Giover 
(1942); Schmidebarg (1942); Spiegel (1943); Brander (1943); 
Gardener (1943); Stengel (1944); Bodman (1944); Stokes (1945) 
Janis (1951). More recent works by Lyons (1972, 1973, 19731, 
and by Frazer (1973) conducted in N. Ireland, have again offe- 
red support for the earlier finding that war or extreme env- 
ironmental stress involving civil disturbances and wafare does 
not produce psychotic Illnesses among civilians unlesst they 
had in fact previously shown signs of mental illness. 

Surprisingly, however, relatively few studies have vbeen 
carried out which explore political learning during war time 
among children who live in or near war zones. The most rele- 
vant work to the present paper is Cooper's study (1965) which 
examined the development of the concept of war and peace 
among children . The subjects employed in the study were 
English and Japanese, of both sexes, aged 7-8, 10-12, 14-16 
years old.

I . Introduction 

Grammarians, in their discussion of words referring to 
two, mention in passing that the presence of both ( either and 
neither) in a noun phrase (NP) shows that the reference of that 
NP must be to two and only two persons, things, groups, cla- 
sses, kinds, sets, members, objects, etc. They (I) show that 
sentences (2) such as (I) below will be true with respect to a 
possible world where exactly two candidates passed the exa- 
mination, and false otherwise: 





(I) Both candidates (3) passed the examination. 
With this in mind, sentences like *(2) must be ruled out as 
downright ill-formed: 

*(2) Mary ordered John to bring both of the four bails in 
after the gamef£^^t?^ 

We feel, however, that the scanty remarks we find in the 
literature about both fail to account for the various aspects of 
this word when it precedes nouns in English sentences. There 
are a number of difficulties to be cleared up in this connection.

13. Though, in terms of love, Romeo and Juliet belong to 
each other, they use different types of imagery which 
indicates the influence of their environment and fami- 
lies on them.W.H. Clemen, in this respect, quotes. Dr. 
Schmetz as saying: ""Juliet's imagery (is) more tinged 
by the familiar objects of her life sphere and her child 

experience, whereas Romeo's imagery appears less con- 
crete and more spiritualised. This subtle differentiation 
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as interpreted in the words of their touched prince Escalus, 
is worth noting: 

A glooming peace this morning with it brings 
The sun for sorrow will not show his head 
Go hence, to have more talk of these sad things 
Some shall be pardoned and some punished 
For never was a story of more woe. 
Than this of Juliet and her Romeo. (V.iii.) 

The course of the long night was full of violence which when 
finished a 'peace' that is glooming' is restored .Yet ,the one 
who brings this needed peace is the 'morning* which is again 
the source of light. This concentration on the ever-lasting 
contrast between dark and light is, indeed, one method of 
relaying the personal feeling into the center of the image which 
is reinforced by the linguistic vitality of the playwright. And 
this ability on shakespere, quoting LCKnights, is "felt as the 
chief clue to the urgent personal themes that not only shape 
the poetic- dramatic structure of each play but form the figure 
in the carpet of the canon as a whole. (20) 
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which might be agitated by light. Yet as desparate as the act 
he comes for Paris dose not realize that he has been drawing 
his downfall at that night. The death of Paris, however, seems 
to shape another one which is tied up to it as a natural conseq- 
uence : it is che death of Romeo which is followed by that of 

Juliet. The morbidity of night- time lies in that night can 
cover with its black and gloomy colour ail the violent acts that 
should not be exposed quite clearly before the audience. Few 
minutes before his suicidal act, Romeo hopelessly announces 
his desire to lie down with Jiuliet: 

well, Juliet, i will lie with thee to- night 

Let's see for means- O mischief, thou art swift 

To enter in the thoughts of desparatc man. (V.i.) 

This stress on this desire which could only be achieved 
•tonight'does not differ so much from the same desire of Paris 
when he weeps for Juliet at night. He is as desparate as Romeo 
is and he comes to Juliet's grave to mourn her and may be to 
ponder on suicide: y „ . ,, 

O woe, thy canopy is dust and stones 
Which with sweet water nightiy I will dew 
Or, wanting that, with tears distilled by moans 
The obsequies that I for thee will keep, 
Nightly shall be to strew thy grave and weep. (V.iii) 

Nightly , however, both of them fall dead at the end . 

In conclusion, the storm of vioilence has passed but not 
without sacrifices. It has left nearly everyone quite exhausted 
and psychologically purged of the sin of hatred. Perhaps, this 
is, at least, one of the numerous moral intentions behind 
the drama of Romeo and Juliet. Yet, shakespeae's picture of 
the state of the Veronians who are emptied of their evil sin 
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the most appropriate atmosphrer for thinking and pondering 
quietly on problems and their solutions .Even in his precise 
description of the power of the 'distlll'd liquor, Friar Lawer- 
nce uses dark images derived from the same matrix of imagery 
employed by Romeo, so the 'liquor' is like death when he shuts 
up the day of life" .Here day and night are associated v/ith life 
and death This definitely has relevance to the entire mood 
that dominates the whole play. Old Capulet, in a similar way 
personifies death as a bridegroom who "hath. . lain with thy 
wife" (IV.v.) And Juliet's fake death is acomplished at night. 
By so doing, Shakespeare wants to prepare the suitable gloomy 
melieu for the genuine death of Juliet that will follow suit. 
However , Juliet's false death represents the first trial which 
will be backed by another, unfortunately a real one in which mis- 
understanding or rather lack of accurate information leads 
to the tragic downfall of the 'star- crossed lovers'. 

Coming from Mantua "armed against himself , Romec 
is heading towards a tragic act which he has thought about 
repeatedly in case anything befalls Juliet. He, therefore, has 
no room in mind for any colourful or bright images. Paris, on 
the other hand , who is also star- crossed seems to fall under 
the same influence of the fateful tragedy which allows for no 
loophole to escape, like Romeo, then, Paris becomes involved 
in the same dark world in which Rcmeo, Juliet.Tybalt, Merc- 
uiio and all the rest strive .when he comes to Juliet's grave, 
push--' by the overwhelming sadness, he needs a tourch to 
open the grave: 

Give me thy tourch, bey. Hence, and stand aloof 
Yet put it out for I would not be seen. (V.iii.) 

Then he realizes that the shabby iickering of alight is unn- 
ecessary. May be putting cut light can soothe his scathing mood 
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However, the intensification in the problem of Pxomeo 
and juliet reaches a critical point when Shakespeare makes 
the noble Paris propose to Juliet. Juliet's suffering increases 
because the proposal of Paris signals a new phase in the con- 
fiictw hich she should face more seriously and vehemrntly.Her 
conflict becomes diverse. She is, in other words, pushed to a 
narrower corner where her father proves 'brutal' and her 
mother 'quite supine' and the Nurse 'satanic'(l7). She imme- 
diatelty, therefore, turns to Friar Lawrence. Before that Fr- 
iar Lawrence had secretly married her to Romeo. The close 
tie Letween Friar Lawrence and Juliet stems from the very 
fact that sinful and 'adulterous' characters always find refuge 
in religion. So Juliet goes to this pious man because she beli- 
eves that he is "the voice of peace and wisdom in the trouL- 
led world of Verona"(l8). Juliet's attempt tnen is very natu- 
ral on her part. Besides. Friar Lawrence holds some respons- 
ibility for what had happened to Juliet. He consequently sug- 

ng problem he had shared in its 



gests a way out of the pendi 
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To-morrow night look that thou lie alone 
Let not the Nurse lie with thee in thy chamber 
Take thou this vial, bring then in bed 
And this distiil'd iiqour drink thou off. 

(IV.i.) 

This prescription, however, often falls open for controversy 
As for the validity or the authenticity of the potion, Juliet 
as well as the audience, on their part, depict some diversion 
from the realistic line of thought in treating the protagonist's 
crisis.The vial of the distiil'd liquor' is rather a poetic solution 
for a problem quite impossible to be met without violence. 
What is more importhant, however, is that 'night' seems to be 
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And he will make the face of heaven so fine

So Juliet begins to be infatuated by the same darkness 
Romeo has ever loved. The personification of the "gentle night 
expresses the same degree of adoration towards Romeo. Hence 
Romeo and 'night' have been treated equally and Juliet has 
dedicated her warm reception to both of them. 

After knowing of Romeo's vengeance on Tybalt, Juliet, 
nevertheless, receives him warmly in her corded 'nest*. This 
is considered an important sign which marks a moral ability 
to successfully trespass the family fued. In other words, Jul- 
iet's love exceeds her belonging to her family. She is now mat 
ture and holds responsibility before a husband. Yet their mee- 
ting at night, though brief, maintains a legitimacy which sh- 
ould unfortunately be kept a secret for certain considerations 
justified in the play. 



This new situation even intensifies their awareness of 
darkness. Both of them have a common feeling of staying tog- 
ether. Their shelter is the darkness of the night which oblit- 
erates the fact of their unapproved marriage. They want night 
to be longer because with its continuation they can stay with 
each other for a long time without necessarily being interru- 
pted by any intruder. Their sensitivity towards the daylight 
and the feeling of being discovered naturally lead them to me- 
ntally reproduce images and symbols of dark nature. The ref- 
erence to the lark which is the "herald of the mourn" and the 
nightingale which "nightly.. .sings on yond pomegrante tree" 
(lll.v.) does not depart from this point. 
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omes the only possible time for Romeo to escape his enemies 
and to abide by the law pronounced by the prince. 

Juliet, on her part, has no other time but night to meet 
her fugitive husband though she has no idea of what her hus- 
band has done to he cousin .Before knowing of her cousin's 
death she used to observe night and darkness romantically. 
And her observation has been correspondingly reflected in the 
very mat-ix of the metaphorical language she uses . The night is 
her wish because she finds no safer time to meet with her hus- 
Land(l6). So Juliet henceforth, talks of night and Komeo ex- 
changeably to mean each other. In other words, the night is 
welcomed becaues it virtually means the achievement of c 
meraculous dream of a teenager to say that the dark coiour 
of night becomes romantically favourable because it repres- 
ents 'sobreity and 'civility'. Juliet's meditation over the ni- 
ght and Its colour has been embodied in a personified image 
of a 'matron' who is dressed 'all in black': 




... if love be blind 

It best agrees with night. Come civil night, 
Thou sober-suited matron ail in Hack, 
And learn me how to lose a winning match 
Played for a pair of stainless maidenhods. 
Hood my unmanned blood, fating in my cheeks 
With thy black mantle,till strange love, growing boM 
Think true love acted simple modesty. 
Come, night; come, Romeo; come, thou day in night 
For thou will lie upon the wings of night, 
Whither than new snow upon a raven's back. 
Come, gently night; come, loving, black-browed night 
Give me my Romeo, and when he shal! die, 
Take him and cut htm out in little stars, 
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in the darkness of the right to unfold the secret of their love. 
Unlike before, Romeo and Juliet speak quite amorously about 
night. They become more sensitive and more appealing to 
the darkness of the night which has become 'glorious* and 
"blessed* and an infatuating meeting-time. Perhaps, the basic 
difference, in his view, as referred to before, is that with Ro- 
saline the night helps to contain his sadness and despair and 
to keep him away from any possible communication with pe- 
opIe.Whereas the same 'dark' is jovially 'blessed* with Juliet. 
It rather helps him to hide his 'forbidden' happiness as he wa- 
nts the disturbance of nobody. 

His meeting with Juliet at night, therefore, is made nec- 
essary by the desire to be alone. This is quite natural' Mrs. 
Mahood Justifies, because people usually want to be unseen 
when they "seek the satisfaction of their forbidden desires. 
"And these desires, Mrs. Mahood goes on," are forbidden 
according to Frued, because amour-passion is inimical to the 

Race, according to de Rougement because it is contrary to the 
Faith. "And with Shakespeare's Romeo and Juteit, she believes 
that the shelter of night is something indispensable since" 
tragic love is always adulterous."(!5) 

The lovers, regardless of their problem, could meet, if 
they want to, in Frair Lawrence's cell at any time. Yet, there 
is no escalation in their crisis which may urge them to jeop- 
ardise their relation by meeting during the daytime. 

But things change wh^n they marry. Inconsiderate and 
indifferent lovers like themselves might create more tension 
between their families owing to the secrecy of their marriage 
which represents a violation to the traditional and inherited 
responsibilities of hatred and fued. The tension, however, 
exacerbates when Romeo kills Tybalt. Night, therefore, bec- 
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quality against that of the dark background Romeo observes * 
So love is no more than a glimpse of light in a world that is 
folded Luith dark . And it seems there is no way out of the 
dark wo- rid . . 

the lovers have found themselves in ....? since the beginning of 
relation. Shakespeare works further to deepen the sense of 
thei rawarenesi towards darkness in Romeo who is later joined 
by Juliet when he makes him talk of the game of deception in 
which 'the birds' are played at, 

... her eyes in heaven, 

Would through ':he airy region stream so bright 
That birds would din? and think it were not night. 

(MX) 
But it is night which Romeo states indirectly as a fact. 

In her analysis of Romeo's language, M. M. Mahood asse- 
rts in this respect that "Romeo uses nun not only to imply 
that he has enjoyed a lightening brief happiness before being 
'discharged of breath' but also to sustain the image of Juiiet's 
luminous beauty which makes' this vault a feasting presence 
full of li*ht"\(!4) So it is quite clear that Romeo strives, tho- 
ugh aimlessly everytime, to displace darkness which has pro- 
ven its unremovable effect on his mentaiity by light which 
seems quite fading. 

Romeo's view towards "dark" has changed <ro much since 
his love to Rosaline, in ether words, the nature of the image 
of "dark" varies before and after the meeting between the 
two young lovers. Before their meeting, it reflects a itate of 
despair with a special reference to Romeo, but after their me- 
eting it turns intensively romantic. Consequently, the image 
of "dark" and its various derivations become quite romantic 
and natural in the jargon of the two lovers who find shelter 
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representation (10). 'Dark', hence, establishes itself in all its 
manifestations as Might* did before. 

it seems, nevertheless, that the image of 'dark* has occu- 
rred early in the play and in concordance with that of 'light'. 
At the very beginning we have been introduced to Romeo 
who escapes from Benvolio to the orchard. Like a recluse, he 
finds comfort in loneliness and dark. Old Montague, his father, 
is worried about him. His worry, indeed, emerges from the 
strange behaviour of his son and his disposition to live In dar- 
kness. This behaviour has led Old Montage to think that his 
Hamlet-like son suffers from hallucination. 

However, what adds to the father's worry is that he has a vague 
idea of the actual cause of son's sadness. So after his reference 
to Romeo's escape from daylight, Old Montague infers that 
Romeo's humour proves 'black'. Yet at this early stage, Sha- 
kespeare, it seems, makes Old Montague artistically mention 
and balance the two elements of Might' and 'dark'. He has mai- 
ntained a 'reconcilement' between these two conflicting ele- 
ments which are 'functional' and not 'decorative' as one might 
assume (I I). ; -^^ -* 

But all so soon as the o//-cheering sun 
Should in the farthest east begin to draw 
The shady curtains from Aurora's bed 
Away from light steeis home my heavy son 
And private in his chamber pens himself 
Shuts up his window, locks fair daylight out 
And makes himself in artifical night .

Romeo, on his part, has fallen victim to the passionnate 
and hopeless love of Rosaline. And his emotional stress seems 
to gloom him very much. He shuns daylight and his favourite 
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channel to use . However, the transitional point in the use 
of the image of* light' occurs when love is fulfilled through 
the brief marriage of Romeo and Juliet, so the balance between 
love and 'light' disturbs slightly. Love has been independently 
concluded in marriage: 

She (Juliet) still love's sweet bait;from fearful hooks (II. i) 
Love now becomes only a means that lends 'power* which is 
conducive in turn to the independent decision of marriage: 

But passion lends him (Romeo) power, time, means 
to meet tempting extremeties with extreme sweet. (II. i). 
Love is definitely not like marriage.With marriage there is sat- 
isfaction both on the sensual and spiritual levels. And the mar- 
riage of Romeo and Juliet is not a different case. Romeo and 
Juliet are not unsatisfied levers as is the case, for instance, in 
John Keats, Ode on a Grecian Urn. 

Fair youth, beneath the trees, thou canst not leave 
Thy song, nor ever can those trees be bare; 
Bold lover, never, never, never canst thou kiss 
Though winning near the goal— yet, do not grieve: 
She cannot fade, though thou hast not thy bliss, 
Forever wilt thou love, and she be fair!(8) 
The eternal unsatisfaction, however, is achieved in Keats thr- 
ough the "reconcilement of opposite or discordant qualities". 
Ironically enough Shakespeare, William Hazlitt believes, had 
achieved satisfaction through the "combination of the great 
extremes" (9). Unlike the Ode, Romeo and Juliet discloses love 
wich passes in a brief phase of Suffering and longing after which 
it is satisfied though temporarily. What thematically ensues is 
a complete struggle against hatred, on both personal and soc- 
ial levels. This, In turn, entails the image of 'dark' as a logical 
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On this basis, the "nature imagery"(5) or more precisely 
the image of Might' and its various derivations seem to enjoy 
the higheet percentage of recurrence in the play.,(6)Though 
regarded quite explanatory and expressive of the love theme 
of the play, the image of 'light' has been put into use only when 
there are certain romantic occasions or expressions of love 
feelings. To this Mrs. spurgeon refers and tries to find some 
equilibrium between the theme of love and the image of light 
she writes, 

. .the beauty and the glory of young love 
are seen by shakaspeare as the irradiating 
glory of sunlight and starlight in a dark 
world. The dominating image is light, every form 
and manifestation of tt.(7) 
However ,the image of light' is always viewed against 
a dark background which is quite overwhelming in the play, 
not only in its equal repetition alongside that of ' light' but 
also in that most of the great and decisive happenings in the 
play are perceived with some virtual correlation to this image 
the present study, therefore, attempts to shew that the image 
of 'dark' is dramatically as effective as that of 'light' with res- 
pect to love theme; it ev»n corresponds more to the tragic 
nature of the play. 

First and foremost, the bearings of love to the image of 
'light' are spontaneously natural. In other words, love is appa- 
rently explained and smoothly interpreted through this image. 
Yet it seems that Shakespeare dose not refrain from employ- 
ing dark images to express love which is tragic. The 'light' 
image in this play ,it is wrothwhile to note, is strongly and , 
organically associated with love, i.e. .when love is in its roma- 
ntic phase, 'light' becomes the inevitablly available convincing 
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No doubt, Shakespeare's Romeo and Juliet is virtually a 
poetic wprk which is mainly based on imagery.(l) The abu- 
ndance of poetry makes imagery enjoy a versatile and panor- 
amic form which is actively worked out through the combi- 
nation of both elements of poetry and drama, though L.C. 
Knights who discusses certain "preliminary considerations" 
in shakespeare believes that rhe "essential structure of the 
play has been sought in the poetry rather than in the more 
easily extractable elements of 'plot' and ' character, ,(2)ftomeo 
and Juliet has exposed the kind of Imagery which confirms its 
dramatic presence together with a I! the other elements. Car- 
oline Spurgeon, an authority In this regard, thinks that ima- 
gery" gives quality , creates atmosphere and conveys 

emotion. ,"(3)ir, the play. Yet when imagery is spoken of in 
this work, it usually comes within the context of the love story 
which mainly attributes its effectiveness and dramatic signi- 
ficance to the various and colourful images involved. 

However, the variety and the versatility of the images 
of Romeo and Juliet make the attempt of tracing their develop 
ment a process not undifficult to realize. Viewed from this 
angle, images which are most salient are picked up by mult- 
itude of critics without necessarily ignoring the other lmages.4

Techniues A, C and D scored the highest percentages.

In these stu 
dents are required to select the appropriate verb phrase whe- 
ther used to link cause with effect or effect with cause. This 
might depend also on structural rules: students have to sel- 
ect either the present or modal on one hand or their passive 
forms on the other hand. Techniques F scored the lowest per- 
centages. This involves substitutions of noun phrase with 
pronouns and/ or chang the positions of NPI and NP2.

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Introduction: 

Cause and Effect (CE) is another major communicative 
function of language connected with the teaching of English 
for Science and Technology (EST)-one of the major divisions 
of English for Spediic Purposes (ESP). 

As stated in a previous paper,( I Reaching the functions 
of language is mainly b^sed on the principles of the commun- 
icative Approach (CA). Advocates of this approach state that 
! earners of EST who have studied the basic system of language 
during their previous level of education are still unable to 
understand how those major communicative acts found in 
EST literature are expressed in term of lexical items and gra- 
mmatical structures(2). Thus CA is adopted at tertiary level 
of education to reveai both the lexis and structures of langu- 
age and those communicative acts expressed through them(3).

This dialogue rapidly summarizes all the events of the 
imaginative world of the play , the events which are part of 
the plot, but they are not part of the action that takes place 
on the stage. This kind of technique shortens the extension 
of action. Consequently, there is no need for an expository 
act or an opening scene to introduce the basic theme and 
characters in detail. Each sentence relates a part of the antec- 
edent events. Luke was like his mother, both of them escaped 
leaving the father behind. The father called his daughter and 
her husband to live with him. Luke was his father's favourite; 
but the reward of his father's love was: stealing and escape. 
The basic incident of The Rope is established in this dialogue. 
O'Neill, in fact, does not leave any room for tautology in this 
sense. In short, his daialogue reflects a great dramatic skill in 
its arrangement, harmoney and consequence. It shows a great 
interaction with the situation of the charactres of the one-act 
play. 

Finally, one may venture to suggest that the one-act play 
is a dramatic genre in itself. 
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Through such language the characters of The Rope are not 
only able to communkate.but they express their feeling, emo- 
tions and responses in depth. Luke's speech with Sweeney at 
the middle of the play is a valid example of this kind of language 
He says: 

But I'LL tell yuh something you can put in your pipe 
and smoke. It ain't past and done, and it ain't goin' 
to be ! And I ain't goin' to fergit it, either ! Yuh kin 

betcher life on that, Pal I'll fix his hash! I'll git even with 

him, the old skunk ! 14 . 

In this passage the short sentences express the furious 
anger and violence of Luke. They quickly move from one point 
to another, which helps to shorten the extension of action. 

The first section of these short sentences is made to express

his present rage while the second part represents his threat 
and cruel intention to punish his father. Because the shortage 
of the extended action, this natural dialogue prepares the 
spectators to accept and live the world the dramatist creates 
by a very economical language. In other words, the ordinary 
spectator can easily and quickly respond to everyday dialogue 
more than his response to formal and detailed discussions. 
Therefore, the dramatists of the one-act play often prefer to 
write in such a style rather than in a complicated one. 

This economical language of the one-act play leads to an 
intensive and concentrated dialogue which serves dramatic 
exposition. The following extract from The Rope proves the 
skill with which O'Neill handles this point: 

Annie (tauntingly): Yes, Luke! "As is the mother, so is 
her son"-that's what you ought to preach 'stead of 
puttin' curses on me. You was glad enough to git me 
back home agen, and Pat with me, to tend the place, 
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The dramatic resolution of the play is simply established. 
Luke's longing to find the money is resolved by Mary, who 
throws the golden dollars into the sea. The internal and the 
spiritual struggle of the parental alienation of both the father 
and the son is left open-ended. The result is that he loses both 
his father and the money. 

Generally speaking, the dramatic language is composed 
of words, statements and other kinds of expression which are 
only a "means to an end, the creation of the play as art object" 
12 The basic aim of the dramatist is now to use these selections 
and arrangement of words so as to serve his own dramatic 
thoughts and techniques. Therefore, the characters use langu- 
age in a variety of ways and with varying degrees of awareness, 
but the desire to be understood and to understand other is 
the essenece of their motives. Language then becomes the 
essential means to achieve what is called the possibility of 
communication. No playwright who really believes that comm- 
unication is impossible will write play for an audience. 13 
Again, the time limit of the one-act play does not allow the 
dramatist to construct detailed discussion.Thus the good dra- 
matist is the one who takes full advantage of shaping short 
clauses of highly suggestive meaning. Every sentence should 
deliberately and relevantly be constructed so as to contribute 
to the main line of action. 

When approaching O'Neill's language of The Rope one 
is confronted with a typically colloquial American English. 
Luke, for instance, uses the colloquial expressions" the damned 

son-of-a-gun", "the old nunny goat", in purely colloquial dial- 
gue and pronunciation.O'Neill uses his skill to select, econo- 
mize and intensify the words and expressions he deals with. 
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top of the chair and grasps the noose with both her hands. 
She kicks the chair and launches herself for a swing. The rope 
seems to part where it is fixed to the beam. A dirty bag tied 
to the end of the rope falls to floor. Then, she picks up the 
gold pieces and throws them one after another into the sea. 
Obviously the mimic way of action contributes to minimizing 
dialogue and additional characters by letting Mary perform 
the conclusion of the play alone, in a very econimical and dram- 
atic style. 

Technically, the dramatic conflict is a struggle between 
two forces or desires, either externally as between two chara- 
cters or internally as a conflict within a person's mind. In the 
full-length play , the dramatic conflict is highly complicated, 
dealing with major, as well as minor, events and charactrs . 
In The Rope , the time limit and the speed of characterization 
do not allow the dramatist to build one conflict upon another. 
Therefore the normal conflict of the full-length play which is 
dovetailed into a dynamic, progressive whole, is confined in 
The Rope to the action within a certain situation. 

In The Rope, there is one basic conflict, the conflict betw- 
een Luke and his father which moves on two interwoven and 
inseparable levels: internal and external. Luke's hatred for 
his father and his feeling that he is living like a stranger who 
is always confronted with an alien world, drive him to violent 
physical action.to rob and torture his father. Most of this con- 
flict is reported by the characters of the play; it is once rep- 
resented during the action of the play in a single situation on 
the stage when Luke pretends to hang himself in the pre- 
sence of his father, who watches him with eager eyes. At 
this ponit, they know how much they hate each other and 
how much they are alienated from each other. 
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this into the stove tiil it's red-hot and take off his 
shoes and socks and warm the bottoms of his feet 
for him. 10 

Similarly, the hatred between the father and Luke and the 
father's promise to make Luke hang himself, the second marr- 
iage of the father, his wife's escape, stealing the father's 
money and Luk's escape, ail these episodes took place 
more than five years before the opening discussion between 
Annie and Sweeney. They are reported to us only after the 
stage action is well underway. Obviously, all of these incidents 
happened in what may be called the imaginative world of the 
play. They are part of the plot. But they are not part of the 
action that takes place on stage. 

One of the main episodes of the play which are presented 
in action on the stage is the scene of the rope . When Luke 
returns, he finds the rope hanging in the middle of the barn; 
he thinks that it is just a joke. But when he puts the noose 
about his neck.his father watches him with eager eyes and 
seems to encourage him to go on. Luke makes a movement 
as if he were going to jump and kick the chair from under him . 
But he removes the rope from his neck saying to his father : 

Yuh wanted to see me hangin' there in real eaernest, 
didn't yuh? You'd hang me Yourself if yuh could, 
wouldn't yuh? And you my own father! Yuh damned 
son-of -a-gun! 1 1 . 

The dramatic aim of the previous represented action is 
to focus our attention on the rope itself which will serve pri 
mariiy as a frame surrounding immediately the next episode. 
The last action of the play is presented in a mimic way by 
Mary .When she is alone in the bam she climbs and stands on the 
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ther during or before the time of the action on stage, that is, 
they are dramatically demonstrated by the characters. Swee- 
ney, for instance, describes to his wife the long meeting 
with the drunken lawyer, Dick Waller, and how he made 
him reveal somthing about the will of Abraham Bentley He 
says: 

So he winked at me an* grinned-he was drunk by 
this-an' said: " It's no use, Pat. He left the farm to 
the boy." "To hell with the farm," I spoke back. "It's 
mortgaged to the teeth ; but how about the mon- 
ey? " "The money?" an' he looks at me in surprise, "What 
money! " "The cash he has, " I say. "You 're crazy, "he says. 
"There wasn't any cash-only the farm." 
"D'you mean to say he made no mention of money 
in his will?" I asked. You could have knocked me 
down with a feather . "He did not-on my oath, "he 
says. 9 (Yf^fJ 

In a full-length play, the previous meeting between the 
lawyer and Sweeney may cover an entire scene; whereas O'Ne- 
ill presents this meeting as off - stage event by a few 
lines which narrate what happened earlier. He saves time and 
characters, which assists him to minimize and restrict the action 
of the play. 

The main and most tragic incident of The Rope is off-stage, 
which takes place during the time of the action on stage. Luke 
and Sweeney decide to make the old man tell them where 
he has hidden the money . This episode is told by Luke: 

I know a trick or two about makin' people tell what 
they don't wanter. (He picks up to the chisel from 
the table) Yuh see this? Well, if he don't answer up 
nice and easy we'll show him We'll just shove 
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Hanging the rope in the barn is not in fact a cause by it 
self for Luke's action. What O'Neill stresses here is the par- 
ental alienation: the impossibility of any mutual understanding 
between the father and his son. This attitude pushes Luke to 
steal his father's money and escape. Bentley promises to make 
Luke one day hang himself when he returns. 

Most of The Rope's characters are excessively flexible. 
Flexibility means that the character's behaviour is easily cha- 
nged to suit new situations and conditions. This trait is dra- 
matically presented in the abrupt shift of Luke's behaviour 
towards other characters. Luke is going to shake hands with 
Sweeney but Sweeney says: 

I'd not lower myself to take the hand of a 

Luke (with a threat in his voice): Easy goes with that ta- 
lk! I'm not so soft to lick as I was when I was a kid: 
and don't forget it. -j\ 

In the full-length drama, this cynical and unfriendly att- 
itude between the two characters requires two or three sc- 
enes and an extension of time and place in order to introduce 
a kind of reconciliation even if it is temporary. In The Rope; 
the enmity and hatred between Luke and Sweeney has to be 
shifted as soon as possible so as to fulfil the plan of getting Be- 
ntley's money. After few lines of conversation, they shake 
hands and sit down by the table to arrange what should be 
done. On the other hand, the rapidity and excessive flexibi- 
lity in changing the character's attitude widely help to min- 
imize the technique of characterization on the one-act play. 
Because of these two traits, the one-act play lacks the elabo- 
ration of characterization we often find in full-length play. 

The plot of The Rope is not confined merely to what takes 
place on stage. It includes three kinds of action: reported, 
represented and mimic. Most events take place offstage, ei- 






of the play, the quarrel between them reaches its climax Annie 

says to her father: 

do you know who's taikin'? This is Annie- Your Annie, 

Paw. 

Bently (bursting into senile rage): None o'mine! 

Spawn o'the pit! (with a quick movement 
hits her viciously over the arm with his 
stick. She gives a cry of pain and backs away 
from him. holding her arm). 

Annie (weeping angirly): That's what I get for trying, 
to be kind to you, you ugly old devil. 6 

It is evident that the absence of filial obedience and res- 
pect needs reasonable motives and logical development thr- 
oughout the action and reaction to each other; otherwise the 
characters will be superficial and illogical and consequently 
lack the ability to communicate with each other or commun- 
icate with the spectators themselves. Accordingly, our resp- 
onse to Luke, the basic motivated character, is deeper and 
more conscious than that to Annie or Sweeney. 

The cynical action of Luke is over- determined, that is, 
there are more than enough reasons for his action. But the 
main reason is revealed by Luke himself. He says to Sweeney: 
remember how hot he was that day when he 
hung that rope up and cussed me for pinchin' 
the hundered? He was standin' there shakin' 
his stick at me, and I was laughin' 'cause he 
looked so funny with the spit dribblin' 
outa his mouth like he was a mad dog. And 
when I turned round and beat it he shouted 
after me: "Remember, when you come home again 
there's a rope waitln' for yuh to hang yourself 
on, yuh bastard!" 7 
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havm' at you, mad as you are, for thinkin' that thelf 
of a son of yours would come back to hang himself 
on account of your curses. It's five years he's been 
gone, and not a sight of htm .... 

Luke is now a waif and a theif. Building Luke's character, 
O'Neill immediately sets the essence of the previous discourse 
in action. Luke's action now reveals his own identity. His 
longing for his father's money pushes him to be brutal and 
inhuman. He behaves like a devil when he decides to make his 
father tell him where he has hidden the money.With Mary, 
Annie's child, he does his best to be friendly according to 
his own sense of friendship. 

Luke (with a grin): That's the talk, kid. That's all it's good 
for-to throw away^:»not buryin* it like your miser 
folks 'd tell you. Here ! You take it away. It's your's. 
(He gives her the dollar and she hops to the door- 
way. He turns to Pat with a grin) I'm learnin' your 
kid to be a sport, Tightwad. I hope you ain't got no 
objection. 5 ~^O^k&£f)/ 

Such rapidity in portraying the character, either by what othei 
characters say or think of him or by his own action, may sac- 
rifice motivation, which Is often regarded as one of the most 
significant dramatic elements, to the purpose of restriction or 
economy of characterization. Luke is sufficiently motivated; 
the other characters lack this sufficiency. There is nothing 
said throughout the play about the hatred and enmity between 
the father and his daughter. The excessive economy in char- 
acterization leaves no room for logical development of pers- 
onalities and motives. After twenty lines from the beginning 






Abraham Bent ley took a second wife at the age of forty-five. 
Five years later, his second wife escaped leaving a child behind, 
Luke. At the age of sixteen, Luke toldjhis father that he had 
stolen the money from the house so as to escape. Luke only 
laughed when his fat her JhungJupV rope jn the barn and toid 
him to hang himself on it if he ever came home. Now Abraham 
Bentley is sixty years old . Annie, a daughter from his first 
wife, Pat Sweeney, her husband, and Mary their child, live to- 
gether with Bentley. Luke suddenly comes home looking for 
money. The inevitable conflict^between the father and his son 
begins. Bentley refuses to tell Luke where the money is hidden. 
Conseqently, the son decides to torture his father to make 
him confess. The play ends with nothing, Mary finds the gold 
pieces and throws them one after another into the sea. 

The technique of characterization of the one-act. play 
requires rapidity and flexibility. Rapidity means that the dram- 
atist must characterize quickly, leaving no fine of dialouge 
without dramatic contribution to the main method of portra- 
ying characters. Flexibility indicates the sudden shift of the 
character's behaviour and response towards other characters 
without presenting a long exposition to introduce or motivate 
this changeability. Philip Wayne emphasizes this view. He 
says" in the one-act play there is not even time for evolution 
of [ the characters' ] motives. The characters must stand there, 
recognisable from a minimum of deft strokes, and not compla- 
cated even in finality". 3 This is what happens in The Rope. 

Throuh rapid and short dialogue between Sweeney and his 
wife at the beginning of the play, the reader is acquainted with 
the social background of Luke.Sweeney tells Bentley, Luke's 
father, to : 

stop that mad cacklin; , for the love of Heaven ! 

( with a forced laugh ) It's great laughter I should be 
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The form of the one-act play may be distinguished from 
the full-length play by the restriction of its basic dramatic 
elements: characters, plot structure, language and dialogue. 
It tends to reveal character through a brisk sequence of events 
whereas the normal play tends to show character developing 
as a result of actions and under the impact of incidents in every 
detail. Accordingly, the plot and the language of one-act plays 
are reduced to an absolute minimum . The dramatic conflict 
is minimized to the extent that it is presented in one or two 
situations throughout the play. The motivation of the charact- 
ers is often uncomplicated since the one-act play lacks the 
extension of time, place and action through which the normal 
character in the full length play is developed. Because of the 
restriction of the previous dramatic techniques, the language 
of the one-act play becomes highly suggestive. There Is no 
room for any irrelevant statement. Every sentence basically 
and directly contributes to the main action. In short, the rela- 
tion of the one-act play to the normal or the longer drama 
has often been likened to that of the short story to the novel.2 

One of the important dramatists who contributed to the 

new wave of the one-act play at the beginnings of the twentieth 

century is Eugene O'Neill. His one-act play, The Rope, deals 

with a stark parental alienation. After the death of his wife, 
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
